Louis and Kansas City, which 
Once were important hubs in 
the drug traffic in this coun- 
try, no longer are centers of 
distribution. St. Louis pushers 
now get their heroin from sup- 
pliers in Chicago, he said. 

The raw heroin is prepared 
for the addict in Chicago, Cast- 
erella said. It is “cut” with 
milk sugar, quinine, mannite or 
one Of the tranquilizer drugs, 
and is packaged in small gela- 
tin capsules. 

As the illicit heroin supply 
has been decreased by inten- 
sive federal and local efforts, 
“pushers” have cut the drug 
more and more in order to 
have enough to supply their 
customers.

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ERHARDT SIEBERT, 
SUULPTOR, DIES 


Erhardt Siebert, St. Louis 
sculptor and mapmaker, died 
yesterday of a heart ailment at 
Guadalajara, Mexico. He was 
64 years old. 

Mr. Siebert moved to Guada- 
lajara last July following re- 
tirement from his position with 
the aeronautical information 
division of the Aeronautical 
Chart and Information Center 
here. He hoped to devote his 
time to his first love, art and 
sculpture, 

A promising sculptor in his 
youth, Mr. Siebert’s best mown 
work is the controversial statue 
of Gen. Nathaniel Lyon which 
now stands at the Camp Jack- 
son, triangle. The statue, criti- 
cized by many persons since 
its completion in 1929, soon 
will be moved to Lyon Park 
because it will be in the way 
of the Mill Creek Valley de- 
velopment. 

He also did much work on 
the Louisiana Purchase pano- 
rama at the Old Courthouse. 
Mr.. Siebert spent two years 
with the United States Park 
Service doing research and 
working on the project. 

His work at the Aeronautical 
Chart and Information Center, 
where he was employed as a 
cartographer in 1942, was 
largely in the research field. 
He experimented with colors 
in Spay of relief on 
ma charts. '° :

to pilots and 

spokesman for the center said 
‘his research will have a strong 
impact on future developments 
in mapping and charting. 

Mr. Siebert was born in Bern, 
Switzerland, and came to St. 
Louis when a child. He studied 
at Washington University 
School of Fine Arts under Lo- 
rado Taft in Chicago, and later 
in New York and Munich, Ger- 
many. He won a grand prize 
for sculpture at the Academy 
of Munich. hag 
In 1918, Vanity Fair maga- 
zine published a page of six 
figures by Mr. Siebert and 
praised his work as “admirably 
conceived and modeled.” 

When he went into the map- 
making field, Mr. Siebert con- 
tinued to work in sculpture. He 
maintained a studio in his 
home on Olive street near 
Grand boulevard. 

His death was the third in 
his family in less than a month. 
A brother, Dr. Walter J. Sie- 
bert, St. Louis pathologist, was 
killed March 13 in a highway 
accident. Four d.ys later, his 
father-in-law, Henri Rush, for- 
mer chief engineer for the city, 
died at Harburg, Germany. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. 
Mary Rush Siebert; a brother, 
Dr. Theodore R. Siebert; and a 
sister, Mrs. Elizabeth Millman. 
Services and burial will be in

Major crimes reported in St. 
Louis last month decreased 7 
per cent below the total for 
March, 1958, and 4 per cent 
under those of last February, 
Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell announced yester- 
day. This was the greatest de- 
crease in crimes since last May. 
The number of major crimes 
committed in the city last 
month was 1961, compared with 
2108 for the same month a year 
ago and 2045 for last February, 
O’Connell said in his monthly 
report. He noted that of the 
total crimes committed, 586 
were solved, or 29.9 per cent, 
a substantial increase over pre- 
vious months. 

The largest drop last month 
was in crimes against persons, 
such as murder, rape, robbery 
and aggravated assault. 
total was 379, or a 17.8 per 
cent decrease under the 461 of 
March a year ago. In February 
there were 390 such crimes. 

There was a 2.8 per cent 
decrease in crimes against 
property, such @® burglary, 
auto theft and larceny over $50. 
These came down from 1647 a 
year ago to 1582 last month. 
The: report showed 1655 such 
crimes last February. 

Major crimes are reported 
by police in accordance with 
the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation index, O’Connell noted 
and decreases were reflected 
in all categories with the ex- 
ception of larcenies of $50 and 
over.

Target of Attack. 


The Socialist attack is aimed

Other Points of Concern.

The Chancellor reportedly 
believes Article 59 of the con- 
situation entitles him to repre- 
sent West Germany in interna- 
tional negotiations with other 
heads of states.

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Concept of Disengagement 


In Europe Is Examined-- 
Opposed by Military Men 


Segment of British and American Opinion Favors 
Pullback of Communist and Western Forces From 
The Two Germanys and Borderimg Red States— 
Opponents Fear It Would Reduce Western Power.

WASHINGTON, April 11. 


DISENGAGEMENT—The term used to denote a pullback or thinning 
out of Communist and Western forces from West Germany, East Germany 
and bordering Communist states—is a dirty word to a majority of the 


members of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
leadership and to Western military men. 


to West German 
The opponents of disengagement 


consider it to be nothing but a trap to reduce Western power in Europe 
and to allow the Soviet Union to consolidate its conquests. 


The proponents of disengagement in 
the West, including the British Labor 
party and a segment of British opinion 
and a smal] segment of United States 
opinion led by George Kennan, believe 
that the risks of weakening the Western 
position are more than compensated for 
by the withdrawal of Soviet troops from 
East Germany, Poland, Czechoslovakia 
and Hungary. 

A sort of disengagement in Germany 
was advanced by Vyacheslav M. Molotov, 
the Soviet Foreign Minister, at the For- 
eign Ministers' meeting in Berlin, Feb. 
10, 1954. He proposed that Western and 
Soviet forces should be withdrawn from 
Germany six months after signing a 
peace treaty. His peace treaty proposal, 
however, would have set up West Ger- 
many for easy Communist penetration. 


At the Geneva conference of the heads 
of government, July 18 to 23, 1955, Sir 
Anthony Eden, as an addendum to the 
plan. he had proposed at the earlier 
meeting for German unification through 
free elections, suggested: 


l. A security pact between the four 
powers and Germany. 

2. An agreement as to the total of 
forces and armaments on each side in 
Germany and the countries neighbor- 
ing Germany. 

3. Examination of the possibility of 
a demilitarized zone between the East 
and West. 


Eden’s proposal was intended to re- 
assure the Soviet Union against fears of 
a rearmed and erful Germany. His 
proposal for unification of Germany left 
Germany free tg join or not to join the 


free elections im all of Ger- 
many would ineyitably be oriented toward 
the West. 


AT THE GENEVA meeting of the For- 
eign Ministers Oct. 27 to Nov. 16, 1955, 
Molotov followed up Eden’s earlier sug- 
gestion by proposals for a security treaty 
and for a “zone of limitation and inspec- 
tion of armaments in Europe” to include 
all of Germany and “the states border- 
ing on it, or at least certain ones of 
them.” 


But Molotev did not include any such 
plan as had Eden for unification of Ger- 
many through genuinely free elections. 
He was trying to accept only the part of 
a package proposal that would have re- 
dounded to Soviet benefit and to discard 
the part, dangerous to the Soviet Union, 
that had led Eden to make a gesture of 
reassurance to what he considered to be 
Soviet fears of Germany. 


The next step in the disengagement 
sweepstakes was made Oct. 2, 1957, by 
Polish Foreign Minister Adam Rapacki 
to the United Nations General Assem- 
bly. He proposed the creation of a 
zone in Central Europe, composed of 
West and East Germany, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia, in which no nuclear 
weapons would be allowed. The 
powers that had nuclear weapons were 
te agree not to use them against any 
targets in this zone. 


The Rapacki plan was rejected by the 
Western powers in May 1958. It was 
modified later to allow the retention of 
atomie weapons already in the non- 
nuclear zone, but prohibiting any addi- 
tions to them. The purpose of the 
Rapacki plan was quite obviously to pre- 
vent the nuclear armament of West Ger- 
many. 


HUGH GAITSKELL, leader of the Brit- 
ish Labor party, described what he called 
a “full” disengagement plan which he sup- 
ported, in the July, 1958, issue of For- 
eign Affairs magazine. His five points 
were: 


1. The evacuation by foreign forces 
of an area comprising West Germany, 
East Germany, Poland, Czechoslovakia 
and Hungary. 

2. Agreement upon and international 
control over the national forces. per- 
mitted to the countries within the 
area. 

3. The reunification of Germany on 
the basis of free elections. 

4. A security pact under which the 
four major powers would guarantee 
the territorial integrity of the countries 
included in the area. 

5. Upon agreement to the preceding 
point, an undertaking that Germany 
would be prepared te leave NATO and 
that Poland, Czechoslovakia and Hun- 
gary would leave the Warsaw pact. 


French President Charlies de Gaulle 
added his scornful bit to disengagement. 
“As regards turning Germany into a neu- 
tralized territory,” he told a press confer- 
ence March 25, “this ‘extrication’ or ‘dis- 
engagement’ in itself, says nothing to us 
of value. For if disarmament does not 


cover‘a zone which is as near to the 


Urals (formerly considered the dividing 
line between Europe and Asia) as it .is 
‘a the Atlantic, how will France be pro- 


tected? How then, in case of conflict. 
prevent an aggressor from crossing by a 
leap or a flight the undefended German 
no man’s land?” 

De Gaulle’s demilitarized zone would 
extend from a line 350 miles east of 
Moscow to the French-German border, 
thus carrying disarmament into the 
major portion of European Russia. It is 
obviously logical and fair, and shows the 
disingenuousness of the Soviet proposals 
in blinding light. Just as obviously, it 
was not intended to be a proposal and 
would have no chance of acceptance. His 
position was supported by Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer in an address April 8. 


PRIME MINISTER Harold Macmillan of 
Great Britain declared in Washington 
that there would be no wana ae 
and no discrimination in weapons. 
the latter he meant that Germany aan 
not be denied nuclear arms. However, 
Macmillan is under heavy pressure from 
British public opinion which favors some 
form of “redeployment” or “freeze” and 
is hoping that by making some such 
concessions, other concessions may be ob- 
tained from the Soviet Union. 


The arguments for and against the 
different proposals are innumerable, but 
can be summarized as follows: 

The Rapacki plan for a zone free of 
nuclear armaments: 

For: It will be a start, however, small, 
toward nuclear disarmament that may be 
extended as the means of inspection and 
control are developed. 

It will remove the future danger of a 
resurgent Germany with nuclear arms. 

Against: The NATO defense of West 
Central Europe, due to relatively small 
conventional forces, is almost wholly de- 
pendent upon tactical] nuclear weapons 
of the allied forces in Germany. [If 
these are withdrawn, defense against 
massive Soviet ground forces would be 
impossible. 

Germany, as a full member of the 
NATO alliance, and as a partner in the 
defense of the West, needs atomic weap- 
ons just as much as Great Britain, the 
United States, France and the Soviet 
Union, 


The Soviet Union already has a large 
supply of ballistic missiles with nuclear 
warheads. that can reach all of Europe. 
The allies are dependent upon much 
shorter-range weapons used from forward 
positions in West Germany. 

Evacuation of foreign forces from Ger- 
many, Poland, Hungary and Czechoslo- 
vakia: 

For: It is highly desirable to make a 
start with a controlled disarmament plan 
and this is a chance. 

Evacuation of Soviet forces may give 
the four Communist states an oppor- 
tunity gradually to throw off Soviet domi- 
nation. Even though it may impair 
Western security to a degree, the chance 
is worth taking. 


AGAINST: United States and Canadian 
forces will have to return across the 
Atlantic and British forces to the British 
Isles. This would leave France, Belgium 
and Holland with no protection except 
their own small forces and the police 
forces of a disarmed Germany. Gen. 
Lauris Norstad declares that United 
States forces cannot be accommodated 
anywhere else in Western Europe. This 
would be the end of the NATO alliance 
as an effective force against Communist 
aggression. 

Reunification of Germany through free 
elections or by a confederation: 


For: Germany should be unified and if~ 


unification is accompanied by limitation 
of arms, the threat of war over a divided 
Germany will be disposed of. 

Against: The Soviet Union will not 
consent to free elections in any proposal 
today. It would only agree to them 
five years ago under conditions that

A Republican Comeback 
Is Party Leaders’ Task 


As Meade Alcorn Leaves Chair of National G.O.P. 
Committee the Party Is at Low Ebb— Successor 
Is Thruston B. Morton, Senator From Kentucky.

IN GIVING UP the chairmanship of the Republican National Comynittee, . 


WASHINGTON, April 11. 


Meade Alcorn. is leaving to his successor the laborious. task of rebuilding 
the party after its most shattering congressional and local defeat in recent 


history. 

He also is leaving. behind a detailed 
statistical analysis of the Republican and 
Democratic votes in typical states, cities 
and counties in the November, — 1958, 
elections which the National Committee 
members assembled here today are ex- 
pected to use in their homework plan- 
ning for the presidential and congres- 
sional campaigns next year. 

The nationwide comparative study of 
1954 and 1958 final election returns for 
House seats showed that last November 
Republican candidates polled 19.8 mil- 
lion votes, 43.7 per cent of the total and 
150,000 less than four years earlier. The 
Democratic total was 25.5 million votes 
and 3,200,000 more than that in 1954. 
The result was 153 Republicans and 283 
Democrats elected, a net loss of 48 seats 
from the 1956 presidential year, 


IN 36 SENATE contests last year, in- 
cluding Alaska’s two new seats, Republi- 
cans won eight and lost 13 to the Demo- 
crats. Of 34 governorship races, the 
Republicans won eight, four previously 
held by Democrats. In elections for state 
legislatures, Republicans had a net loss of 
686 seats. 


Commenting on this “severe defeat,” 
the study says: 

“Not since 1936 have there been 
fewer Republicans in the House, fewer 
Republican governors and fewer Re- 
publicans in state legislative bodies.” 


With the national nominating conven- 
tions about 15 months away, President 
Eisenhower personally chose freshman 
Senator Thruston B. Morton of Kentucky, 
to be Alcorn’s successor. 


The new chairman has an arduous yet 
sensitive task ahead of him, first to try 
to rehabilitate the party and second to 
make the complicated preparations for 
the convention. On both assignments he 
must proceed cautiously, showing no par- 
tiality for the two principal presidential 
prospects, Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon and Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York. 


Whether Nixon or Rockefeller wins 
the presidential nomination, the basic 
Republican problem is how the party 
can make a comeback in Congress. 
President Eisenhower, with his near- 
record majority in 1956, was unable 
to carry enough Senate and House 
candidates along with him to regain 
control of Congress. 


Neither Nixon nor Rockefeller ap- 
proaches the President in military 
glamor and popular appeal. It is highly 
improbable that should the Republican 
presidential candidate win next year he 
would carry the House for his party. It 
is mathematically impossible for the Re- 
publicans to regain the Senate in 1960 
because of the disposition of seats in 
contest, although 11 now held by Repub- 
licans and 22 by Democrats will be at 
stake. Of the Democratic seats, 11 rep- 
resent the solid South or border states. 

It is a safe prediction that one of the 
first public statements by the new chair- 
man will be on the necessity of rebuild- 
ing the party from the precinct level. 
That is standing operating procedure. 
For the new chairman it will be an 
absolute requirement. 


THE ANALYTICAL study, compiled by 
the research staff of the national commit- 
tee, shows how the Republican party has 
failed in the congressional contests to 
keep up with the population increase of

the country. The figures, superficially 
at least, appear to support a current po- 
litical wisecrack that the Republicans 
are a party of old people, the Democrats 
of the young. 

The researchers selected the House 
vote for their main data, explaining it 
gives the best index of basie strength of 
the national parties in an off-year elec- 
tion. They observed, however, that “one 
of the grimmest aspects of the 1958 
election was the serious losses in state 
elections.” They added: 

“The loss of almost 700 seats in state 
legislative bodies has brought the Re- 
publican representation down almost to 
the low point reached after the 1936 
election, Democrats took control of at 
least one house away from the Repub- 
licans in 13 states. In 1959 Republicans 
will control both Houses of the Legisla- 
tures in seven states; Democrats will con- 
trol‘both in 30 states.” 


IN THE HOUSE vote figures, the report 
showed the Republican losses were heav- 
ier west of the Mississippi than in the 
East and more pronounced among city 
dwellers than among suburbanites or 
farmers, / 

In 17 big cities—New York was not in- 
cluded because of the special features of 
the Rockefeller victory—the congression- 
al vote dropped 17 percentage points 
compared with 1954. In 12 suburban 
areas, it increased 18 percentage points, 
but the Democratic vote there jumped 
39 points. In 197 farm counties it de- 
creased 8 per cent. 

In 1954, the Republicans had a bare 
majority of the votes in five of the eight 
regions—middle Atlantic, east north cen- 
tral, west north central, mountain and 
Pacific. In 1958 they had a majority 
in none of these regions and in the. 
border states, which includes Missouri, 
their percentage dropped from 40.4 to 
34.3 per cent. 


In the Missouri congressional elec- 
tions, the Republican candidates polled 
43.8 per cent of the total vote in 1954. 
Last November their percentage was 
36.8. In St. Louis city, they got only 
26.1 per cent of the total, a drop of 7 
percentage points. In the suburban 
areas of St. Louis the loss was 6.1 per- 
centage points. 


From the percentage loss in all cities 
listed, the study deduced that the 1958 
defeat was “particularly an urban re- 
volt.” It appeared satisfied with an in- 
crease in the total vote—as distinct from 
the percentages—in the suburban areas, 
generally regarded as middle income ter- 
ritory. For the 12 areas listed 700,000 
more voters turned out in 1959 than in 
1954, an increase of 28 per cent. But of 
these, about 300,000 were Republicans 
against the Democratic increase of 400,- 
000. 


For the farm vote survey, the research- 
ers selected 197 predominantly agricul- 
tural counties, which showed an aggre- 
gate loss of 4.4 percentage points from 
54.8 per cent in 1954 to 50.4 per cent 
last year. For the Missouri counties 
studied, the drop was from 49.9 per cent 
to 45.8 per cent. The real shock, how- 
ever, was the loss in the Nebraska coun- 
ties of 19.6 percentage points; Iowa, 11 
points, South Dakota, 9.7; Montana, 8.3; 
Idaho, 6.3 and Indiana, 4.

MEMBERS of the joint Congressional Committee on Atomic Energy 
have been told of a study going forward in the Pentagon looking to a 60- 


megaton hydrogen bomb. 

The meaning of such a weapon in 
terms of destructiveness is almost im- 
possible to convey. A megaton is the 
equivalent of a million tons of the con- 
ventional explosive TNT. The bomb that 
leveled Hiroshima, a city of 343,000 in 
1945, was a _ 15-kiloton (15,000 tons) 
bomb. 


Whether it is ever designed and built 
or not, the 60,000,000-ton giant signifies 
to some committee members that the 
policy of recent years is being pushed 
to its limits. This is the policy of mas- 
sive retaliation which, in its vulgarized 
form as confirmed by former Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson, was “a 
bigger bang for a buck.” 


More and more of the American 
military budget has gone into the 
nuclear deterrent—into one and five 
megaton bombs. As President Eisen- 
hower said at a recent press confer- 
ence, the United States cannot fight a 
ground war in Western Europe but, as 
he also said, the destructiveness of a 
nuclear war would be so vast that as 
a force to bring order and justice—a 
police force—it would be completely 
self-defeating. The destruction would 
be worldwide since the Russians also 
have in their arsenal a large number 
of million-ton bombs. 


Yet the public, in the view of some 


who have given serious thought to these 
matters, has. little awareness of what a 
nuclear war would mean. For this rea-

massive retaliation with million-ton 
bombs then the choice would be between 
suicide and seeing the Communists chip 
away by small wars at the non-Commu- 
nist world. 

Two years ago, shortly before his term 
on the A.E.C. ended, he wrote an article 
in Life magazine seeking to make evident 
the dangers of reliance on the H-bomb. 
Advocating development of small atomic 
weapons for middle-sized wars, he ad- 
mitted that this would be more costly 
and therefore contrary to the “bigger 
bang for a buck” view dominating the 
Eisenhower Administration. 


What Murray. said in the article was 
that weapons technology had run away 
with policy. An ever bigger bang in an 
ever smaller package became the avenue 
of technological development and, in the 
absence of any strategy other than mas- 
sive retaliation, the technicians had their 
way. Recounting the “conditions of un- 
imaginable horror” in a war in which 
each side would explode about 3500 
megatons (3,500,000,000 tons) of bombs, 
Murray wrote: 


“The inherent absurdity of a multi- 
megaton war sets limits to the mili- 
tary usefulness of immense thermo- 
nuclear weapons. In consequence 
limits are also set to the validity of 
the strategy based on these weapons. 
Deterrence-retaliation may, if you 
wish, be called a strategy of survival 
—but only as long as the deterrence 
works, as long as it sustains the nu- 
clear stalemate.” 


Few with official knowledge talk about 
these things publicly. Lt. Gen. James 
Gavin in testimony to Congress spoke of 
“current planning,” estimating casualties 
in an attack on Russia in hundreds of 
millions. This disclosure brought the 
Pentagon down on Gavin's head.

SEVERAL TIMES while he served on 
the Commission Murray sought ways td 
demonstrate to the world the power of the 
H-bomb. Twice after 1952 he proposed 
that large numbers of observers, includ- 
ing the Russians, be taken out to the 
proving grounds at Eniwetok in the Paci- 
fic. The tests could not in any event be 
kept secret and he urged that observers 
gathered from every country be witnesSes 
to the explosion and then be taken with 
proper precautions to an island, say 400 
miles away, and shown the consequences 
of radioactivity that would make the 
island uninhabitable for many years. 


As part of his effort to alert the. 
world to the nature of the force of 
the H-bomb Murray urged that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower go out te the Pacific 
for one of the tests. But all his pro- 
posals came up against a stone wall of. 
opposition which was interpreted as 
personal antipathy between Murray 
and AEC Chairman Lewis L. Strauss.. 
From his point of view at least, Murray 
says this was an oversimplification of 
the situation. 


But for whatever reason the barrier of 
secrecy continued to keep the whole sub- 
ject largely outside the public domain.

“There is little public information on 
this subject. Perhaps consequently there 
is a considerable amount of public mis- 
apprehension. The extent to which our 
rigid security regulations have had the 
happy result of slowing down Soviet 
nuclear developments (which in any case 
they cannot stop) is a matter of conjec- 
ture. On the other hand, it could -be 
argued that they had the unhappy result 
of rendering our nuclear armament pro- 
gram unmanageable by informed and re- 
sponsible public opinion. Moreover, their 
reinforcement at times goes to extremes 
even when within high Government cir- 
cles. I wished to convey certain factual 
information about the present and future 
composition of our nuclear stockpile to 
certain members of the Nationa] Security 
Council. But it was ruled that they had 
‘no need to know’ the facts which I 
wished to present,” 


UNDER THE CHAIRMAN who suc- 
ceeded Strauss, John McCone, the secrecy 
regulations have been somewhat relaxed. 
Only this week the joint congressional 
committee was given figures covering the 
total fallout that would be released if all 
the bombs in the American stockpile were 
to be exploded. The estimate is one the 
committee has long been seeking. It is 
not likely that it will be given to the 
public. 

Murray estimated that in a full-scale 
nuclear “war of survival” 3500 megatons 
of fission energy “would sufficiently fill 
out the concept of ‘destruction’ that 
would be the shared aim of both belliger- 
ents.” -The consequence in the belliger- 
ent countries, he wrote, would be a 
strontium leve] in human bones “of the 
order of 50 times the maximum consid- 
ered acceptable.” In terms of today's 
stockpiles these figures are considered 
conservative. They are conservative, too, 
in the light of recent studies’ of the ac- 
celerated rate at which radioactive dust 
falls from the stratosphere. 


A full-scale public inquiry into the. 
consequences of nuclear war would 
certainly run into opposition. The 
Pentagon would not welcome such an 
investigation, feeling that it would tend 
te encourage pacifist and neutralist 
leanings as the horrendous vista of 
nuclear holocaust was unfolded on the 
public record. The effect would be | 
particularly telling if the investigation 
coincided with a Foreign Ministers and 
perhaps also a summit meeting with 
the Russians. 


Members of the joint committee are 
reluctant to talk about the possibility of 
such an investigation. But they point 
out that it might also serve to educate 
the Russians to the dangers of nuclear 
conflict and in this way it might re- 
enforce the deterring power of the mas- 
sive deterrent.

It ought to know, furthermore, 
that Congress is not going to increase taxes 


short of a world emergency. That prospect 
should have become a leading assumption 


of its study. 
* * . 

Does it follow, then, that defense expendi- 
tures should be shoe-horned into the Eisen- 
hower budget even though risk to national 
security is incurred? That is the Adminis- 
tration but an independent citizens’ 
agency like the CED ought to take a broader 
view. We believe the controlling factor should 
be, not a budget ceiling, but the clear needs 
of security. We believe the preponderance 
of evidence so far supports an increase in 
funds for missile development at least, and 
that Congress ought to make these funds 
available despite budget considerations if it 
becomes convinced of the need. 

The same goes for certain non-defense ex- 
penditures. So long as unemployment remains 
serious and the economy is significantly 
under-producing, it would be folly to cut back 
such job-creating expenditures as those for 
housing and urban renewal, which are badly 
needed on many other grounds anyway. It 
would be irresponsible, of course, for Con- 
gress to tear up the budget and go hog-wild 
on spending. But it could be almost as bad 
to become transfixed by the image of a sta- 
tistical budget balance when the important 
things are production, employment, security 
and economic growth.

There are two reasons for believing that 
some flexibility can be introduced into the 
Eisenhower budget without instantly bringing 
an inflationary he upon our heads. 
One is the growing possibility that as recov- 
ery continues tax revenues may exceed Ad- 
ministration estimates. Business Week, for 
example, estimates that 1959 business profits 
will reach 50 to 55 billions as compared with 
Treasury estimates a few months ago of 47 
or 48 bilion. If that proves correct, the 
Treasury will have a comfortable chunk of 
revenue it wasn’t counting on to meet any 
expenditures over the Eisenhower budget. 

Secondly, it might be quite possible to run 
a moderate deficit of one or two billion dol- 
lars in the next fiscal year without generating 
the inflation which the CED and the Admin- 
istration warn us against. During the present 
fiscal year, the Administration has run an 
enormous deficit of 13 billion dollars without 
generating inflation. So long as the labor 
force is under-employed and the industrial 
plant partly idle, who can say that a rela- 
tively small deficit of, say, two billions would 
do next year what 13 billions have not done 
this year? 

Potential inflation at some future time 
remains a danger that must be guarded 
against. That is why it is so important to 
discourage wage increases which exceed rises 
in productivity and contribute to a further 
cost-price push. But fiscal policy does not 
have to be a straitjacket in order to be non- 
inflationary. More important than a precise 
budget balance next year is what needs to be 
done to bolster national defense, to speed 
full recovery, and to reduce unemployment. 


Excellent Proposal for 1960 


Our letter column today contains a recom- 
mendation from Charles J. Selden of the 
State University of lowa that’ deserves wide 
attention between now and the 1960 presi- 
dential election. 

In essence Mr. Selden proposes that the 
presidential candidates agree in advance to 
take part in a series of nationally televised 
debates on four successive Sundays in Oc- 
tober preceding the November election. He 
recommends that the programs be an hour 
each and that each one be devoted to an out- 
standing issue, such as may be selected by a 
group of qualified observers. 

What Mr. Selden proposes is not altogether 
new as an idea. The Post-Dispatch is among 
those who have deplored the level of much 
of recent presidential campaigning and has 
urged that debate be turned to as a means of 
sharpening issues, through well-defined posi- 
tions which the voter can compare and evalu- 
ate. In our view, a series of televised debates 
might well be sponsored by the United 
States Government as a public service. The 
letter from lowa City puts the need in good, 
clear terms. We hope it will become a reality 
next year. 


No. 5 Takes Over 


The Republican party has just chosen its 
fifth national chairman since Mr. Eisenhower 
became the nominee in 1952. First came 
Arthur E. Summerfield of Michigan, who ran 
the Eisenhower-Nixon campaign that year and 
then gave up the party chairmanship on being 
appointed Postmaster General. Next was C. 
Wesley Roberts of Kansas. Mr. Roberts did 
not last as long as a single sunflower, as he 
became involved almost at once in a noisy 
scandal in his home state and soon resigned. 


Leonard Hall, a Congressman from Long 
Island, then took over, suffered defeat in 
the 1964 midterm election and presided over 
Mr. Eisenhower's re-election. Mr. Hall in 
tun was succeeded by Meade Alcorn of Con- 
necticut, who despite har! work, saw his 
party take its worst defeat in a generation 
last November. Now the changing post has 
fallen to Senator Morton of Kentucky whose 
task is to bridge the gap between the con- 
servative and liberal wings. 

Being Republican national chairman has 
been an uneasy, thankless task these last six 
years, President Eisenhower is uninterested 
in politics and as long as Sherman Adams 
was at the White House the flinty New Eng- 
lander was chief patronage dispenser. That 
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that can be made applicable to 
and growing society.

Then the Senators from the South got down 
to their business: Did the Justice agree with 
the premise used and the reasoning—or lack 
of it—in the school desegregation cases? 


Here is where the measure of Potter Stew- 
art was taken for all to see. Basically, he 
said, his answer was “yes,”’ and that did not 
require him to agree with every footnote and 
every point of grammar. He had never read 
any opinion of any court that he thought was 
perfect. Then, after advising the question- 
ers that he regarded this inquiry as improper, 
he said frankly: 


I would not like you to vote for me on 
the assumption that I am dedicated to the 
cquse of overturning that decision, because 
I'am not. 


No sitting Supreme Court judge should be 
required to undergo such an inquisition. The : 
order, far to be preferred, is for him to be 
questioned, if that is necessary, at a hearing 
before he takes his seat. Yet three of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s Supreme Court appointees 
have sat under recess appointment and two 
Chief Justice Warren and Justice Brennan 
—were subjected to even worse indignities. It 
is to be hoped that no recess judicial appoint- 
ment will come up again for a long, long 
time. Meanwhile Justice Stewart is passing 
the test with colors flying. 


All on the Map 


The State Highway Commission’s yearly 
Missouri maps are always welcome as pleas- 
ant and colorful invitations to tour the state, 
and always they go beyond strict cartography. 
Aside from depicting the main road system 
in the state and its larger cities, and giving 
rules of the road, speed limits and other 
useful information, the 1959 maps list road- 
side parks by location along each major high- 
way. No longer need motorists stop to picnic 
or rest only to discover later that a roadside 
park was just on the other side of the hill. 
They can plan their stops at any of 109 road- 
side parks—provided they have the right map. 


New Voice in Bonn 


.The advocacy of “open-mindedness and 
flexibility” by West Germany’s Economic Min- 
ister Ludwig Erhard must arouse some opti- 
mism in those who hope that the expected 
East-West talks will lead to easier inter- 
national relations, especially in Central 
Europe. Of course, the voice of Germany in 
those conversations will bé Chancellor Aden- 
auer’s, and not Erhard’s. Yet since Dr. 
Adenauer has decided to retire to the presi- 
dency in September and since Erhard is 
regarded as most likely to succeed him as 
chancellor, there is hope that the German 
position may be less rigid than was expected. 


Dr. Adenauer is making no concessions. He 
has promised to see that the next government 
follows his policies. Can he make good on 
this? Is Erhard’s influence rising as Aden- 
auer’s declines, or can Erhard hope to become 
chancellor only by complying fully with 
Aderiauer’s desires? 

Beyond saying that basic principles must 
not be abandoned, Erhard apparently made 
no concessions to the chancellor in arguing 
for flexibility as the key to a successfu} for- 
eign policy in his address to the German 
Industry and Commerce Association. And 
he said that the Russian desire for more 
contacts. with the industrialized West is a 
most hopeful sign. This is in accord with 
Erhard's policies as the chief shaper of post- 
war German recovery. He is a free trader 
and a super-salesman. Now he sees perhaps 
the biggest market of all on the other side 
of the Iron Curtain. He believes that Russia 
and the satellites cannot achieve their eco- 
nomic objectives without increased tnade with 
the West. And in better trade he sees the 
possibility of better political relations. 

As a man with a line of goods to sell, Er- 
hard can have little taste for political stale- 
mates with potential customers. The ques- 
tion is whether Adenauer can influence or 
even side track Erhard, or whether Erhard 
already is influencing Adenauer.

Since the United States has now 
become the leader of the free world, 
our allies are asking what this por- 
tends for the future of civilization.

The Right of Revolution

The Principle of Federalism 


The Constitution of 1787 estab- 
lished a partnership of self-govern- 
ing commonwealths with an overall 
elective government powerful enough 
to protect and promote their joint 
concerns and — what was no less im- 
portant — with a provision for ad- 
mitting later states on a plane of full 
equality. This was something new 
in history; Tocqueville called it “a 
great discovery in modern political 
science,” for no other people had 
ever devised a federal structure over 
so large an area or with a central 
government chosen by popular vote 
or on such generous terms for future 
members. It offered mankind a key 
to the age-old problem of reconcil- 
ing legitimate local interests with the 
general good. 


The Consent of the Governed 


‘The framers of the Constitution 
spurned ropean tradition by re- 
a a monarchy, a nobility, or a 
hereditary legislative chamber, plac- 
ing their trust in a government of 
the people, by the people, and for the 
people, one which should rule by 
counting heads instead of breaking 
them. 


The Status of Women 
From early ‘times, foreign observ- 
ers marveled at the unusual educa- 


tional opportunities open to women, 
their immunity from molestation 
when traveling alone, their freedom 
to go out of the home to agitate for 
temperance, antislavery, and other 
reforms. 

The organized feminist movement 
arose earlier in the United States 
than in any other nation not because 
American women enjoyed so few 
privileges but because they had so 
many that they demanded more. 


The Melting Pot 

The constant infusion of new blood 
has enriched our cultural life, speed- 
ed our material growth, and pro- 
duced some of our ablest statesmen. 
Over 17,000,000 immigrants arrived 
in the single period from the Civil 
War to World War I. Many other 
peoples, it is true, are also of mixed 
origin; but the American achieve- 
ment stands alone in the scale, thor- 
oughness, and rapidity of the process 
and, above all, in the fact that it 


has been the outcome not of forcible 


incorporation but of peaceful absorp- 
tion. 

Our most tragic failure has in- 
volved our Negro citizens, now a 
tenth of our number. Nevertheless, 
even these injured people have not 
been unwilling Americans; they have 
only been unwilling to be halfway 
Americans or second-class citizens. 


Freedom of Worship 


The recognition that the relations 
between man and his Creator are a 
private affair into which govern- 
ment must not intrude contravened 
the agelong European practice of 


+ uniting church. and state and impos- 


ing harsh restrictions on dissenters. 
Religion by choice was the natural 
counterpart of government by con- 
sent. 


The Public School 


The principle of government by 
consent made. it imperative that the 
people be literate and well informed 
if they were to vote intelligently. To 
ensure this essential eondition, states- 
men agreed that. society must at 
its own initiative and expense. sup- 
ply the means of schooling. This, 
too, broke drastically with the .Old 
World concept that education should 
be a privately. financed undertaking 
for the upper classes... . 


Voluntary Giving 

This constitutes the American ver- 
sion of the Old World concept of 
Noblesse oblige carried to a point 
the Old World has never approached. 
In the Twentieth Century this same 
concern has led men of wealth to 
set up some four thousand philan- 
thropic foundations for nearly every 
conceivable object of human benefit. 
Even so, the lion’s share of the more 
than $6,500,000,000 devoted to altru- 
istic purposes last year still derived 
from other than foundation sources. 


And, increasingly, Americans have 
extended their beneficence to foreign 
peoples. 


Technology 


From the mid-eight@enth century 
on, the people, confronted with a 
chronic shortage of labor and the 
problems arising from formidable 
distances and poor communications, 
devised means to overcome these 
handicaps as well as to ameliorate 
other conditions of life. The record 
is truly remarkable. 

The upshot was not only to trans- 
form American life but that of peo- 
ples everywhere. 


Evolutionary Progress 

The United States is often con- 
sidered a young nation, but in fact 
it is next to the oldest. continuous 
government in the -world. - The rea- 
son is that the spirit of its people 
has always been empirical and prag- 
matic, dedicated to equalitarian ends 
but willing to realize them by flex- 
ible means, 

One of our proudest achievements 
has been the creation of a system of 
controlled capitalism that yields the 
highest living standards on earth and 
has made possible a society as near- 
ly classless as man has ever known. 
Yet even this was not due to a pre- 
conceived blueprint; it too was the 
result of trial and error. 

If we can only preserve our free 
institutions and our faith in the un- 
trammeled human spirit, we shal! 
triumphantly meet the challenge now 
before us.

THE ENORMOUS popularity of 
Boris Pasternak’s novel “Dr. Zhivago” 


is conspicuous not only in Russia but 
against the whole panorama of our 
times. 


So people are reading “Dr. Zhivago,” 
I am sure, in the hope of finding a re- 
treat from the hard necessities of 
méchanical age. The same people will 
be interested in Pasternak’s “I Remem- 
ber; Sketch for an Autobiography” even 
though the facts presented are far from 
complete or systematically organized. 

The author’s father, Leonid Paster- 
nak, was a painter of considerable repu- 


Boris had a talent for 
music and after meeting Scriabin, who 
visited his house in Moscow, he became 
passionately dedicated to his musical 
studies, Six years later Scriabin encour- 
aged him to continue after hearing sev- 
eral of the young man’s compositions. 
Pasternak gave up music, nevertheless, 
because his skill at the piano and at 
reading musical notation was so lim- 
ited. 

From that time forward Boris was a 
poet in practice and in the cocoon of 
thought that surrounded and seemed to

About St. Louis Authors 


Many Contributors to the Effort for a “Better Read America” 


By CHARLES B. GILBERT 


AS APRIL 12-18 has been desig- 
nated Nattional Library Week—time to 
“Wake Up and Read”—it seems appro- 
priate to cite the names of St. Louisans 
who are contributing to the effort for 
“a better-read, better-informed Amer- 
ica.” 

St. Louis authors lead very quiet 
lives but they are here and they are 
working. Twenty-three of their books 
were published during 1958 and the 
first three months of 1959. 

Seven new books are being written 
right now, and this figure will double 
or triple when all the manuscripts 
come to light. Most books by St. Louis 
authors are written above and beyond 
the call of a regular full-time job. 

Shirley Seifert of Kirkwood is the 
outstanding exception. “I'm a working 
writer,” she says, and has fourteen 
well-known books to prove it. Her lat- 
est, “Destiny in Dallas,” historical fic- 
tion, is the life of the swashbuckling 
pioneer who founded the city of Dallas. 

Most recent author to publish is 

Leonard Hall, not strictly a “St. Louis 
author,” but well-known columnist and 
farmer of Caledonia, Mo. His third 
book, “Stars Upstream,” out April 13, 
describes many of his “float trips’ on 
Ozark rivers. 
TWO NOVELISTS of the current 
scene are Martin Quigley and Herbert 
Simmons. Out this spring is Quigley’s 
“The Secret Project of Sigurd 
O'Leary,” a humorous second novel, 
His first was a war story. Herbert Sim- 
mons’s first novel “Corner Boy,” came 
out last summer and is now available 
in a paper back edition. He began his 
writing as a student of Jarvis Thurston 
at Washington University and this is 
his first published work. 

Louis LaBeaume, the Bernard 
Baruch of St. Louis architects, vigorous 
and witty at 86, published this spring 
“Our Architectural Confusion.” A critic 
of “modern orchitecture,” Mr. LeBeaume 
needles with comments such as: “The 
new will grow old. Meantime, try to 
be as good-natured as possible.” 

Three biographies have come to this 
reporter's attention. William N. Cham- 
bers, Washington University faculty, 
has “Old Bullion Benton,” one of two 
biographies published last year on 
Thomas Hart Benton, Missouri's first

man. 

“Quickened Spirit” is Dr. Allen 
Hackett’s biography of his father, an 
educator and remarkable personality.

Those lost art treasures—the “world’s 
largest paintings”’—some made in St. 
Louis a hundred years ago, come in 
for close study in “Lost Panoramas of 
the Mississippi” by John F. McDermott 
of Washington University. One remain- 
ing panorama can be seen at City Art 
Museum—a fine corollary to the book. 

A contribution to St. Louis cultural 
history is Marvin Holderness’s “Curtain 
Time in Forest Park,” published in time 
for last year’s Muny Opera season. It’s 
the opera’s history, set down while it’s 
still well-remembered. 

A ‘special study is “Manhattan Fire- 
arms” by Waldo Nutter—details on a 
special kind of pistol carried for per- 
sonal safety. Many of the illustrations 
are weapons from Mr. Nutter’s private 
collection. 

A retired St. Louls Judge, Francis 
E. Williams, has a history and a legal 
study, “Lotteries, Laws and Morals,” 
written for the legal profession and lay- 
men alike. 


TEXTBOOKS and highly specialized 
religious studies are not included in this 
list. But Dr. Allen O, Miller’s “Invita- 
tion to Theology” bridges the gap be- 
tween layman and clergy with a text 
for parents and teachers on religion and 
family life. Dr. Miller is at Eden Theo- 
logical Seminary. 


A retired newspaper man, William R. 
Loomis, has compiled service men’s 
records in “Fighting Firsts” with par- 
ticular data on such firsts as the first 
soldier to step foot on the beach at 
Anzio. It covers the European theater 
of World War Il. A number of St. 
Louis service men are included. 

Three philosophical books are “Star- 
man” by Francis McWilliams, S.J., 
“Ramus, Method and the Decay of Dia- 
logue,” by Walter J. Ong, S.J., of St.

“Julius Caesar” as essentially realistic 
and written for a purpose that included 
something more than the purposes of 
art. He chose a remote scene because 
it enabled him to speak freely about 
ethics, politics and social behavior. 

“I Remember” is unpretentious and 
often quite plain in its language. Nev- 
ertheless there is an aura of feeling and 
remoteness that hangs over its pages. 
The Revolution of 1917 is mentioned, 
but only in passing.

Picture of Brazil 


NEW WORLD IN THE TROPICS: THE 
CULTURE OF MODERN BRAZIL, by 
Gilberto Freyre: (Alfred A. Knop/, 
286 pgs., $5.) |

THIS 18 PERHAPS the finest 
book on a Latin American topic to ap- 
pear in the past decade or so—and cer- 
tainly the best on Brazil. 

The author is one of the half-dozen 
or so competent interpreters of the 
Latin American scene. For nearly 20 
years, Senhor Freyre has occupied a 
place of unique eminence in Brazilian 
letters, and acquired international stat- 
ure as well. If for nothing else, his 
monumental study of Brazilian civili- 
zation, “The Masters and the Slaves,” 
has earned him this distinction. 

Writing from the viewpoint of a s0- 
cielegist, an economist, an historian— 
all wrapped into one—he puts Brazilian 
culture into focus. To this end, he 
writes in hig vivid introduction: 


“The secret of Brazil's success in 
building a humane, Christian, and mod- 
ern civilization in tropical America has 
been her genius for compromise. While 
the British, as no other people, have 
had this genius for compromise in the 
political sphere—their political system 
is a masterly combination of apparently 
antagonistic values—the Brazilians have 
been successful in using this same 
power of compromise in the cultural 
and social spheres.” 

To Senhor Freyré, Brazil is an 
“ethnie democracy” — a nation in 


which the white, the black, and the 
brown have blended harmoniously; a 
nation in which some class distinctions 
—the harmful sort—have never been 
a vital force. 


THIS IS NOT TO SAY, as 
Senhor Freyre readily admits, that Bra- 
zil has yet reached the millenium. She 
hasn't. “Brazilian happiness is ... 
relative,” he writes, ‘for there are still, 
for a large part of the population, a 
poverty, a misery, and a series of di- 
seases which probably account for the 
sadness expressed in Brazilian folk 
music and guitar songs.” 


Brazil’s unique ability to adapt to 
dynamic change, but to retain a con- 
servative base may well explain the 
nation’s adjustment to the Twentieth 
Century—an adjustment which has not 
been without turmoil, but has been in- 
finitely more relaxed than that of 
Brazil's Spanish-speaking neighbors. In 
this regard, Senhor Freyre suggests that 
“Brazil may be a tropical China for its 
power of absorption of exotic elements.” 

He sees another similarity between 
Brazil and China in the vast disloca- 
tions that industrialization has brought 
to the peasant class. But Senhor Freyre 
thinks Brazil may well develop in “a 
more dynamic way than China” because 
of its plastic population. 

“New World in the Tropics” is an 
exciting and revealing picture of Bra- 
zil, and is must reading for anyone at- 
tempting to understand and appreciate 
that nation and indeed all of Latin 
America.

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Van Remoortel’s First Season 


. Why Bad Morale May Have Affected Symphony Performance 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
THE FIRST SEASON of 
Edouard Van Remoortel as conductor 
of the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
should not be described as a stunning 
success. He had his good days and his 
bad ones, as does any conductor, but the 
majority of his concerts s:emed to be 
the ‘product of unimaginative compe- 
tence. The words “seemed to be” are 
used advisedly. A tember of the au- 
dience, however attentive, must base 
his opinions on what he hears and he 
can only speculate on such matters as 
the conductor’s subjective condition or 
the closeness of communication between 
conductor and orchestra. 


It is reasonable to suppose, however, 
that circumstances unrelated to a con- 
ductor’s artistic ability could affect 
the quality of his performances. Mr. 
Van Remoortel had his troubles this 
season and some of them, of an ad- 
ministrative nature, could have been 
avoided. 


In his anxiety to raise the playing 

standard of the orchestra as quickly 
as possible he dismissed about 20 per 
cent of the personnel at the close of 
the 1957-58 season. Aside from any 
human consideration this meant that 
the new orchestra would need a little 
shaking down before an optimum co- 
hesiveness could be expected. At the 
beginning of the current season, how- 
ever, Mr. Van Remoortel continued in- 
dividual auditions of the personncl 
with the result that the players worked 
and lived in expectations of another 
purge. 
THEIR FEARS WERE justified. 
Before the unlucky ones were offi- 
cially notified of dismissal, they heard, 
indirectly, that bulletins had been 
posted at a number of professional 
schools advising, in effect, that the 
St. Louis Symphony was looking for 
new men. The resentment of the 
players expressed itself in a temporary 
refusal to play for Mr. Van Remoortel. 
This unrealistic decision — unrealistic 
because it would have ended the sea- 
son for everybody—was soon withdrawn 
and a new approach to the matter of 
personnel changes was worked out. 

Hindsight suggests that Mr. Van Re- 
moortel would have better served him- 
self and the Symphony Society if he 
had been less precipitous in remaking 
the orchestra. Aside from the unfor- 
tunate effect on the morale of the 
players he could not be certain that 
the players he wanted to dismiss could 
be replaced by others that were better. 

In all fairness, however, I must point 
out that the orchestra of 1958-59 was 
an improvement over that of the pre- 
vious season, particularly in the string 
section. 

Another disturbing factor, that could 
have adversely affected both the con- 
ductor and the players was the acous- 


tics of the Khorassan Room where half 
the Friday subscription concerts were 
played. The lack of resonance made the 
players force their tone and worked, 
in general, against a blended and bal- 
anced ensemble. The conductor, more- 
over, could not possibly know how the 
orchestra was sounding to the audience. 
NEXT SEASON Mr. Van Remoortel 
will be more experienced in coping 
with the hazards of his environment. 
One may assume that problems of tech- 
nical control will be easier to solve: 
in fact his devotion and concentration 
makes it likely that technical finish 


- lies well within his capacity. Whether 


his interpretations of standard and new 
scores will consistently take on the 
distinction that goes with insight and 
imagination is another question. 

Many of Mr. Van Remoortel’s per-

formances sounded neutral and color- 
less not because of any mistakes but be- 
cause his readings were too literal. 
I am not suggesting that a conductor 
should rewrite a score in performance 
according to his own fancy; but he does 
have a permissible latitude in the man- 
agement of tempo, stress, accent, tex- 
ture, dynamic contrasts, punctuation of 
phrases, tonal coloring and balance, and 
it is through these modifications that he 
communicates the special quality of the 
music as distinct from its anatomy. In 
Mendelssohn's “Italian” Symphony for 
instance the character of the opening 
movement is established in the first 
four measures. To express its rush of 
youthful exhilaration something emo- 
tionally expansive should happen at 
the high point of the melodic line that 
was not audible in Mr. Van Remoortel's 
routine treatment. 


Mr. Van Remoortel was not score- 
bound so far as tempi were concerned. 
In general he preferred the slow pace 
and in the case of the “Tristan” prel- 
ude and the “Lohengrin” overture was 
admirably successful in making it 
profitable in terms of a more explicit 
detail and without losing momentum. 
The same cannot be justifiably said of 
Schubert’s “Unfinished” Symphony 
whose slowness was not compensated 
by an enhancement of breadth and 
depth. Modifications of tempo in the 
Brahms Second Symphony seemed ar- 
bitrary. The speed-up at the finish of 
final movement, where the composer's 
climax will be effective at any reason- 
able tempo so long as it is steady, made 
the closing measures sound rushed and 
breathless. 


THESE ARE OPINIONS, to be 
sure, but they are not merely personal 
and unassisted reactions. Everybody's 
opinion is guided in some degree by 
the relative success or failure of many 
performances and particularly so where 
the standard literature is concerned. 


Mr. Van Remoortel’s strong, percep- 
tive direction of the Mozart “Requiem,” 
when he had to co-ordinate the orches- 
tra with a large chorus, together with 
his persuasive treatments of Dvorak's 
“New World” Symphony and Honeg- 
ger’s Symphony, suggest that his great- 
est need may be experience. The St. 
Louis Orchestra is the first one he has 
lived with for an extended period and 
the domestic infelicities, already de- 
scribed, undoubtedly created tensions 
that were unfavorable to the best re- 
sults. And as Mr. Van Remoortel is in 
his early 30s it may be assumed that he 
hasn't assimilated all the music he has 
memorized. 


A VETERAN MUSICIAN recent- 
ly said that it took 25 years of active 
practice to make a conductor. The 
nub of truth behind this remark is that 
great music, or even important music, 
reveals its complete meaning slowly. 
A conductor in practice for 30 years 
said recently that he was just begin- 
ning to understand Beethoven's Sev- 
enth Symphony. Toscanini, at the age 
of 80, spent an hour of rehearsal time 
on the first eight bars of the most 
venerable of symphony warhorses: 
Beethoven's Fifth Symphony. He had 
never been able to reproduce, to his 
satisfaction, the light, evenly weighted 
vivacious line that follows the opening 
signal. 


It would be more reassuring if Mr. 
Van Remoortel had shown the failings 
of youth—too much brillance and pas- 
sion—rather than a tendency toward 
sedentary gravity. It is a fact never- 
theless that he has been operating un- 
der handicaps. So it is only fair that 
everybody should reserve final judg- 
ment for another year. 


Painting and the City-Dweller 


How the Artist Reveals Ourselves to Ourselves

CULTURAL GROWTH thrives 
best where people come together in 
numbers, where experiences and ideas 
and concepts are shared. A city en- 
courages such exchanges. Yet the act of 
creating a work of art is a private and 
introspective affair—often a lonely one. 


And one’s enjoyment of a painting is 
not enhanced by viewing it in a crowd, 
though a lively audience may benefit 
such other arts as the theater. For 
painting, then, what assets does the city 
afford? 

For the viewer of art, as for the buy- 
er of merchandise, the city offers a 
widef range of objects to be explored 
and considered. Great museums and a 
rich fare of gallery exhibitions are pos- 
sible only where many people may at- 
tend them. Further, appreciation is 
stimulated and expanded through dis- 
cussion of the arts, whether it be in 
the classroom or over cocktails. An in- 
terested and informed audience is es- 
sential. Such an audience must depend 
at least upon a familiarity with paint- 
ings and ideas about painting. 

For the painter, the sharing of ideas 
with his fellows is no less essentially 
stimulating. Modern art was nurtured 
as much in the cafes of Paris as in her 
studios. The American painting most 
influential on the international scene 
has stemmed from attitudes first de- 
fined by New York groups. 

In St. Louis equally the painters find 

rewarding if informal associations with 
each other which would rarely be pos- 
sible in a lesser community. 
cantly, too, life is intensified and given 
more dramatic impact in the city — its 
more vivid and contrasting forms sharp- 
en the artist’s sensations and responses 
even when in protest. It may be that 
the city offers him more to rebel 
against, which for the creative person- 
ality is a healthy hazard. 
BUT IN OTHER NATIONS, and 
often in earlier times, the congregating 
of the artist and his audience in the 
great cities leads to the creation of a 
public art. This art is not exclusively 
architecture, for public buildings are in- 
complete without the human and sculp- 
tural contributions. Aspiring cathedrals 
without the ascetic dedication of sculp- 
tured saints would remain only engi- 
neering marvels in earth-bound rock. 

St. Mark’s without the splendor of 
her mosaics is unimaginable, as is the 
Sistine Chapel without Michelangelo. 
Versailles is sumptuous and royal not 
alone because of her gardens but equal- 
‘ly by virtue of the interior atmosphere 
achieved through the paintings on her 
walls. 

Our nearest approximation to a pub- 
lic art we owe to private institutions 
and corporations — perhaps in keep- 
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Signifi-. 


ing with our general dependence upon 
private initiative. Who has commis- 
sioned the major murals of Fred Con- 
way? A bank in Tulsa, the Mayo Clin- 
ic, Brown Shoe Company, Station 
KETC, Barnes Hospital and the Pea- 
body Coal Company. We are fortunate 
that St. Louis may claim so many, for 
Conway in his murals exemplifies one 
aspect, of a proper public art: that of 
commenting upon the society which 
surrounds him and revealing its image 
to itself. 


MAN HAS MANY IMAGES of 
himself — he lives by and is guided by 
these images, which relate him to his 
several worlds and to the universe. One 
of the artist’s functions is to aid him to 
objectify these images—to give them 
reality. A public art, rightly, is con- 
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cerned with the images of society and 
society's institutions, without which so- 
ciety cannot adequately know itself. A 
society without a public art sacrifices 
more than simply the aesthetic rewards 
which such an art also affords. 


If the artist in America today seems 
ill-prepared to serve this social func- 
tion, it is because he has been denied 
the opportunity to do so. His concerns 
are channelled elsewhere — first by 
necessity, lacking the public patron, 
and now by preference. For it is the 
images of private and personal worlds 
which now excite his. dedications, 


Ironically, the private nature of his 
imagery often brings public complaint 
—a public art is desired, though we 
seem unwilling to pay for it or iden- 
tify its service, and the artist who does 
not supply it gratis is apt to be con- 
demned. For one condition of a public 
art is that its content must be readily 
accessible to all but the most dense— 
whereas the imagery of private and 
personal worlds must involve subtleties

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of experience and concept which re- 
quire an effort to apprehend. 

However, these worlds which the 
painter today explores are not private 
in the sense of being exclusively his 
own. These are the subjective worlds 
in which we also live and whose sensa- 
tions we share, as we grope within 
ourselves for some intuition, for some 
grasp of meaning which will give order 
and sense to the multiple and complex 
reactions which we constantly experi- 
ence both from within and from with- 
out. Intellect carries us only so far in 
this effort. 


WHEN THE ANCIENT caveman 
could draw an image of the savage 
bison, he felt that he had thus ac- 
quired the power to conquer it. We are 
yet sufficiently primitive to need visual 
and mental images which will aid us 
to understand and conquer ourselves— 
and to make peace with our universe. 
Such illumination from a work of art 
comes not by intellectually dissecting 
it, but by communing with it in quiet 
and in ease of mind. 


Revelations come to us when, through 
contemplation, the seemingly disorgan- 
ized and random color splotches of the 
master painter come slowly to fit into 
a unified and orderly progression, sat- 
isfying to our senses. "As in the order 
imposed upon numbers by mathematics, 
we find symbolic meanings. 


in the life of a great city, there are 
moments when we must withdraw from 
its turmoil, seeking solitude and the 
recharging of energies. The re-creation 
of our resources, we must come to 
understand, is a demand superior to 
recreation — particularly to spectator 
recreation, such as television aimlessly 
viewed. With our greater leisure, even 
for the creation of new resources, we 
should become the most adept at living 
of any persons ever to inhabit this 
earth. We need to muse more, to be 
amused less. The arts spring from and 
inspire meditation. 


Painting will play its part in this 
vitalization if we will but cease buying 
pictures—originals or reproductions— 
simply to cover bare spaces on our 
walls, then to be quickly ignored and 
forgotten. If we will, instead, select 
them as objects of contemplation and 
so regard them, opening our eyes to 
them in’ moments of relaxation, they 
will assert their presence. A work of 
art speaks silently and often slowly. 
At best, it speaks with great personal 
intimacy. But its message is universal.

Program Features St. Louis Composers and Performers 


A MAIN FEATURE of the “Music in Our Time” concert 
to be given Friday evening at 8:30 at the American theater, 
will be announcement of the composer selected to write a 
work marking the eightieth anniversary of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra next season. He is “one of the most 
gifted of the younger generation of American composers,” 
says Leigh Gerdine, head of the Washington University 
department of music. 


The purpose of the concert, the first ever held here to be 
presented largely by both St. Louis composers and perform- 
ers, is to raise money to commission the new work. So far 
about $7500 net has been realized in concert ticket sales and 
program ads, part of which will be used for the Orchestra's 
maintenance fund. In keeping with that purpose, the con- 
cert will be devoted to contemporary music. 

The widely varied program will represent six St. Louis 
composers. All the performers will be St. Louisans. 


THE PROGRAM will contain “Fanfare for ‘Music in 
Our Time,’” by R6bbert Wykes, St. Louisan, played by the 
Washington University Brass Choir under Clark Mitze; 
“Four Tranquil Poems,” by Harold Blumenfeld, St. Louisan, 
sung by the Washington University Men’s Glee Club under 
Donn Weiss; a duet by Jack Beeson sung by Carolee Coombs, 
soprano, and Jay Willoughby, baritone, accompanied by 
Dorothy Ziegler; Wykes’s “Four Studies for Piano,” played 
by William Schatzkamer; songs by John Maclvor Perkins, 
St. Louisan, sung by Thomas C. Coleman, tenor, accompanied 
by his wife, Elizabeth Gentry Coleman, pianist; ‘Variations 
on a Theme by Rossini,” by Bohuslav Martinu, played by 
Leslie Parnas, cellist.

Classical Records 


THE STRING QUARTETS and gquintets of Franz 
Schubert have an importance that equals in many ways his 
better known songs and symphonies. The beauty, invention 
and depth of thought fn these string chamber works are now 
accessible as a whole to the record-buying public through a 
series of recordings made by the Endres Quartet and asso- 
ciates. (Vox, Monaural, nine records in groups of three.) 
The 15 quartets and two quintets which make up the com- 
plete list are packaged in three albums known as Vox-Boxes 
which retail at a price low enough to bring the cost of each 
record well below that of single disks. Each Vox-Box, in 
short, offers the usual advantage of the “large economy size.” 
Schubert's lyricism is sometimes spoken of in a way that 
would make it as the sole reason for his eminence. It is true 
that his symphonies do not have the same expansive devel- 
opment principles at work as the Beethoven symphonies. 
Some of them are nevertheless works of profound meaning 
and the same is true of his quartets and quintets. The per- 
formances by the Endres Quartet are a little short of ideal 
so far as tone quality is concerned. They get below the sur- 
face, however, and are particularly responsive to elements 
of passion and energy. The Endres Quartet is composed of 
Heinz Endres and Josef Rottenfuser, violins, Fritz Ruf, viola, 
and Adolph Schmidt, cello. Rolf Reinhardt is the pianist and 
Georg Hoertnagel is the double bass player in the “Trout” 
Quintet. Fritz Kiskalt plays the second cello in the C Major 
Quintet. 
THE BACH CONCERTOS in E Major and A Minor 
for Violin and String Orchestra are presented, together with 
the Concerto for Two Violins and Strings, by “I Musici” 
one of the internationally famous string ensembles from 
Italy. (Epic, Stereophonic, one record.) Felix Ayo and 
Roberto Michelucci are the violin soloists. The performances 
have an emotional intensity which ascends into a kind of 
exaltation in the slow movements. The sound of the ensemble 
is extraordinarily opulent; in fact it is too much so for an 
ensemble of 13 pieces. I suggest, therefore, that the volume 
be considerably reduced below the level used in a symphonic 
record when being played. 
THE BOSTON SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA, with 
Charles Munch conducting, presents a new performance of 
Debussy’s “Iberia” suite which will be a challenge to any 
now extant. The instrumental timbres are blended with 
the utmost delicacy, the movement is always guided by the 
descriptive features of the three movements, the tone quality 
of the orchestra and of its soloists is faithfully reproduced. 
The “Gigues” and “Rondes de Printemps” which are on the 
same record have the same kind of poetic charm and are as 
well performed. “Iberia” however is probably the greatest 
of all impressionistic orchestral pieces and requires an 
emotional response and finesse in execution that even the 
best of conductors cannot always muster. Mr. Munch has 
met the requirements. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, one record.) 


A RECORD DEVOTED to three works by the Swedish 
composer Hugo Alfven are effectively played by the Stock- 
holm Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by the composer 
and Stig Westerberg. The three compositions—"The Prodigal 
Son,” “Dalicarlia Rhapsody” and ‘Festival for Full Orches- 
tra’—are tuneful, well-rounded pieces. If they had ‘been 
presented at a concert in 1880 nobody in the audience would 
have lifted an eyebrow for Mr. Alfven, though listed as a 
“contemporary composer” gives no evidence of ever having 
heard of atonality or free dissonance. (Westminster, Mon- 
aural, one record.) 
MOZART’S PIANO CONCERTO in B-Flat (K.595) 
is played by Alfred Brendel with the Orchestra of the Vienna 
Vilkoper, Paul Angerer conducting. Mr. Brendel’s feeling 
of breadth and his meticulous disclosure of detail take more 
time, especially in the first movement, than do most perform- 
ances of this concerto. For that reason the record is given 
over exclusively to the one composition. Brendel’s per- 
formance, in general is sensitive to the serious implications 
of the music and his slow pace does not make it lag. The 
orchestra, however, is mediocre, (Vox, Stereophonic, one 
record.) 
FERNANDO VALENTI, the harpsichordist, has 
completed volume 22 of the sonatas by Domenico Scarlatti 
and at that he is only about half-way through the total number 
—about 500—of this extraordinary list. Unquestionably these 
keyboard works need the contrasts in color and texture 
which the harpsichord affords and the piano does not. And. 
this instrument is one of those which is not improved by 
stereophonic reproduction. The only complaint I can make 
about this record is that the microphone pickup makes the 
accents sound too heavy. (Westminster, Monaural, one 
record.) 
PAUL ROBESON, the American bass-baritone sings a 
group of “Favorite Songs” which are about equally divided 
between folk music and a category that might be described 
as songs of freedom and protest. The latter group includes 
Finnish, Yiddish, Israeli and Polish songs in addition to the 
American labor song “Joe Hill.” Robeson sings to piano 
accompaniments. Though his voice does not have the velvet 
texture of former years it is still one of most emotionally 
stirring of modern times. It is all in the timbre too; his 
singing has little of the expertness that marks the superior 
artistic interpretation, (Monitor, Monaural, one — 
—T.B.

CHICAGO, April 11 (AP)— 
The grain futures market 
opened up a wide variety of 
tempting contracts for profit 
cashers this week but it at- 
tracted relatively few takers.

HOW STRANGE IT IS that one thought, one action, can 


change a man’s whole life. 


That is what happened in February 1944 to Peter Town- 


send. ' 


The thought was not his. Nor was the aitiiin: They be- 


longed to King George VI. 


For a long time it had been the practice for the services 
to nominate equerries to wait on the King. They were good 


men. 


“The King decided he would 
have about him the men who 
had fought the ships, the air- 
crait,.the armies of the enemy. 
He asked the Ministries to sug- 
gest names—the names of men 
more familiar with an opera- 
tions room than a levee. 


A dispatch box arrived from 
the Air Ministry. In it was a 
special secret file. In the file 
were the names of three offi- 
cers and their records. And 
one read, Group Captain Peter 
Wooldridge Townsend, D.S.O., 
D.F.C., and bar. 


Why the King should have 
studied this file of three names 
and then said—as he did—*“lI 
want Townsend,” no one will 
know. It is true that he had 
met the 29-year-old Townsend 
before, three times, in fact. 
But those meetings were at 
investitures when Townsend 
was one of many airmen. 


It is also true that on these 
occasions they had _ chatted 
briefly. On the last occasion, 
when Peter went to Bucking- 
ham Palace for his D.S.O., the 
King had said to him, smiling: 
“What, you here again?” Per- 
haps the King had remem- 
bered the incident when he 
read Peter’s record in that file. 
But at the investitures Peter 
had had no opportunity to show 
his quick wit. 

But the King had chosen. 


Peter Townsend had every 
right to have his name on that 
short list. An RAF hero of the 
Battle of Britain, he was one 
of the Very First of The Few. 


Townsend is a man of in- 
finite charm and 4ability who 
appeals, on first acquaintance, 
to women more than men. 
Women, though, seldom men- 
tion his masculinity. Said one: 
“Peter reminds me of a Siam- 
ese cat. He is so fastidioys.” 
Said another: “He is consid- 
erate and attentive. He never 
forgets a thing. He has.a way 
of never letting a minute be 
boring.” 


Physically, Peter' Townsend 
is handsome, but not in the 
husky style of a professional! 
athlete or film star. Five feet 
7 inches tall, he is slim with 
powerful shoulders, has a fine 
face, a firm pointed chin, and 
a sensitive nose which is peril- 
ously close to being too long. 
His hands are honest and 
strong. And yet they are gentle 
hands. 


Some of his acquaintances 
have looked upon him as a 
little cold. Others have mis- 
taken his shyness and his look 
of often intense concentration 
for haughtiness. But all agree 
on one point. Townsend has a 
knack of getting his own way 
most of the time. The world 
has not heard the last of Peter 
Townsend. 

Even today, he has. not lost 
his immense charm, his wit, 
and a flow of high spirits.

Peter was born in Rangoon 
Nov. 22, 1914. He was the fifth 
of seven children — Audrey, 
Michael, Phillip, Juliet, Peter, 
Stephanie, and Francis. All the 
Townsend sons, except Francis, 
chose military careers. All the 
children have done well. 

In due course young Peter 
was sent to his father’s old 
school, Haileybury College, 20 
miles north of London. 


It must have been quite a 
financial strain on Townsend's 
father to send him there, but 
Col. Townsend and his wife 
made great sacrifices for their 
family. Mrs. Gladys Townsend, 
a gentle, gray-haired lady now 
in her seventies, who still loves 
to drive her own car, now lives 
in Stogumber, near Taunton. 


PETER WAS ONLY 12 when 
he took the Common Entrance 
examination for Haileybury. He 
passed second and for two 
terms was the youngest boy 
in the school. He took up 
swimming and was captain of 
swimming for three years. He 
also played rugby in the First 
Fifteen as scrum half. 

Peter was an above-the-aver- 
age student at MHaileybury. 
Mathematics did not come easy 
to him but he was good in 
Latin and French, and, in the 
tradition of sensitive boys, fond 
of reading poetry in and out 
of school hours. He became 
a prefect and was head of his 
house, Lawrence. His name is 
carved in the oak panels that 
record the school teams, and 
written in gilt in his house 
along with the other heads of 
Lawrence. 

Peter chose the Air Force 
as a career because of a burn- 
ing desire to fly. His father, 


perhaps, would have preferred 
him to have chosen the Indian

We know what Peter was 
like in those days from the 
letters of John Simpson to 
Hector Bolitho. Simpson wrote: 

“Yes, it was Peter Townsend 
I meant. He used to be rather 
aloof, going to his room at 
night and avoiding our games 
and parties. But we are bring- 
ing him out of his shell. He 
is very shy and has no idea of 
his courage. He thinks he will 
hate war if it comes. Peter is 
the greatest gentleman I have 
ever met in the service. He 
surrounds himself with armor, 


but I am slowly breaking 
through. We are becoming 
friends. You will like him 


when you know him more. He's 
got the sort of face you notice 
immediately he comes into a 
room.” 

For the first few months of 
the war Peter and his fellow 
pilots never got a glimpse of 
the enemy, Then they were 
moved from Tangmere to Ack- 
lington air base on the north- 
east coast. They became ship- 
ping guards, patrolling the 
coast during all the hours of 
daylight, circling high above 
the shore-hugging convoys, 
driving a slowly mounting 
score of Heinkels and Dorniers 
one by one into the sea. 


CAESAR HULL brought down 
the first enemy aircraft for his 
squadron. Thirteen days later, 
on Jan. 30, 1940 the three 
friends, Caesar, John Simpson 
and Peter, came into their own 
as fighter pilots. They were the 
leaders of three sections that 
brought down three German 
bombers, within the space of 
five minutes. The Heinkel 
Peter hit crashed near a farm 
in Yorkshire. 

On the tarmac talking to 
John Simpson, Peter was ex- 
cited but modest. He just said: 
“Poor devils, I don't think they 
were all killed.” 


That night, Peter and Caesar

did their wonderful dance, La 
Cachita, to the record they 
had brought-from Tangmere. 
The dance was a cross between 
a rumba and an apache dance, 
and Peter and Caesar threw 
each other all over the room 
with much crashing and bang- 
ing. They jumped over the 
tables and chairs while they 
were dancing. 


IT WAS quite a party. They 
drank eight bottles of cham- 
pagne. They sang old Air Force 
songs—"My mother comes from 
Norfolk”. “Take the piston 
rings out of my stomach.” 

The next day Peter and 
Caesar drove to the Whitby 
War Memorial hospital and 
took the German airman, 
Karl Missy, some cigarettes. 
One of his legs had been am- 
putated. 

Fifteen years later Peter 
was to meet Missy again. This 
time it was in Dusseldorf, 
where Townsend was taking 
part in a race. 

Recalling the wartime meet- 
ing in the hospital, Karl 
Missy, in his home town of 
Rheyt, near Cologne, said: “I 
shall never forget that the 
man who shot me down was 
my first visitor in hospital. 
He was so full of gaiety and 
warmth of feeling.

IN APRIL, 1941, 85 Squadron 
moved to Hunsdon in Hertford- 
shire. In May, while stationed 
there, Peter Townsend met 
Rosemary Pawle, the daughter 
of Brigadier Hanbury Pawle, 
who lived in the neighboring 
village of Widford. 

One Sunday morning early in 
the summer, Peter approached 
the Brigadier and asked him 
for the hand of his daughter. It 
was not surprising that Briga- 
dier Pawle readily gave his con- 
sent. Only a few days before, 
Peter, now a Wing Commander, 
was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Order, his third decora- 
tion for gallantry. Despite 
wartime austerity, the white 
wedding in July, 1941, of Rose- 
mary and Peter, with all the 
splendor of a peacetime cere- 
mony, is still remembered by 
their friends. 

In those tense days of almost 
hourly fighting, many young 
pilots married. There was the 
urge for a few brief moments 
of stability. Death ended many 
of those marriages. Many broke 
down because they were too 
hasty. The latter pertained in 
the case of Rosemary and Peter. 
They were temperamentally un- 
suited to each other. 

Like most of the survivors of 
the Battle of Britain, Town- 
send’s new posts meant pro- 
motion.

He 
thinks it’s mainly because of what he wrote about the Cath- 
olic chaplains there. 

Before ‘Bostal Boy’ was banned,” he said, “it was on

get copies. They told me they liked it, and one priest wrote 
to me and said it should be sent to every prison chaplain 
in the world.” 

We asked him how he felt about being a successful 
writer. 

“T think everyone should be successful for one month.

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Family That Vanished Without a Trace 


Police’ and Friends Ponder What Happened When They Went on Sunday Drive 


How can a taser, normal

PORTLAND, ORE., 
April 11 (AP) 


ON DEC. 7, 1958, between 1 
and 2 p.m., Ken Martin backed 
his red and white Ford station 
wagon out of the carport of his 
home in Portland. 

His wife and three daughters 
got in, and the family went out 
for a Sunday drive. 

There was nothing unusual 
about the Martins except, per- 
haps, their hearty, extroverted 
sense of togetherness. And 
there certainly was nothing un- 
usual about the thing they did. 

Just another American fam- 
ily out for a Sunday afternoon 
drive. 

Except... 

This family never returned, 

They disappeared complete- 
ly. A man, hig wife, their 
three daughters, their station 
wagon, vanished without trace, 
on a sunny Sunday afternoon. 

Were they killed in an acci- 
dent or made the victims of 
criminals unknown? Do they 
lie now, four months dead, at 
the bottom of a river or under 
the snow of a mountain gorge? 


No one knows. All clues 
have been exhausted. Police, 
planes, boats, large, search 
parties of men on foot and 
men in vehicles have hunted 
an@ found nothing. There is 
no active search now. Where 
do you search after you've 
already searched in every 
possible place logic and 
fragmentary clues might sug- 
gest? 


You wait, as the police wait 
in Portland. Someone—a mo- 
torist, hiker, a boatsman— 
might stumble on something. 


You wait, as Donald Martin 
waits in New York, helpless. 
He is the only Martin —not 
among the missing. He was not 
home that Sunday to join his 
parents and sisters on their 
drive. Donald is 28, a phar- 
macist’s mate in the Navy at- 
tached to the Marine Corps at 
Fort Schuyler, in New York. 


Neither Donald nor anyone 
else who knew the Martins can 
think of any reason why they 
might have wanted to disap- 
pear. That possibility is con- 
sidered very remote. On Sun- 
day, Dec. 7, the Martins didn’t 
act like people deliberately 
planning to vanish. 

Their clothes hung in their 
closets, where they had left 
them, in their tidy, compact, 
shingled home at 1715 N. E. 
56th avenue. The Sunday com- 
ics lay scattered about where 
Barbara, 14, Virginia, 13, and 
Susan, 11, had left them. The 
breakfast dishes lay in the 
drain on the sink and a load of 
wash remained in the washing 
machine where Mrs. Martin 
had left them. 


And draped over a chair was 
Ken Martin's Santa Claus suit. 
The night before he had gone 
to a pre-Christmas masquerade 
party dressed as Santa Claus. 
It was typical of Ken Martin. 
He liked the role. He was in 
demand in the neighborhood 
as Santa Claus. 


Martin was a big man, 5- 
foot-10, 200 pounds. He was 
cheerful, outgoing, a trusted 
employe of an appliance com- 
pany, where he supervised the 
repair department. His failure 
to show up for work Monday, 
Dec. 8, was unprecedented. He 
was described by a friend as a 
“steady, reliable person with 
whom you'd trust your life and 
those of your kids.” 


He had money in the bank 
and no known trouble in his 
job. 

His house, which is set in a 
neatly manicured lawn sur- 
rounded by other neat lawns 
and neat, compact houses, is 
valued at $15,000. 

Friends and neighbors de- 
scribe Ken Martin as “fat and 
roly-poly’—a perfect Santa 
Claus. Donald says his father 
usually played the role at more 


than a dozen homes every holi- 

day season. Someone was al- 

ways asking him to dress up in 

his Santa Claus clothes and de- 

es a bike or doll to their 
ds. 


Every Christmas for the last 
four or five, Ken Martin or- 
ganized the neighborhood for 
the holiday. He and his daugh- 
ters would go up the block, 
affixing large, striped candy 
canes made of plastic to the 
neighboring houses. Some fam- 
ilies went along with the Mar- 
tins’ plans, some didn’t. The 
Martins did all the work. The 
put up the candy canes and, 
after the holiday, removed and 
stored them in their garage. 
They liked to call the street, 
“Candy Lane.” 

The Martins liked the out- 
doors and doing things to- 
gether. They went as a group 
on hikes — they belonged to 
“The Trails Club”—on picnics 
and to the movies. They were 
ardent camera fans, taking both 
movies and stills. They called 
their home “Martin Manor,” 
and had the name printed on 
the wall near their front door 
and on the door mat. 


THERE WERE patches of fog 
early on Dec. 7, but the rising 
sun soon burned them off. The 
temperature climbed to 55, It 
promised to be a perfect day. 

About 10:30 am., Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert D. Evans of Hub- 
bard dropped in on the, Mar- 
tins. Mrs. Evans and Mrs. Mar- 
tin are cousins. With the 
Evanses were their two children 
and Marcy Welch, 7, daughter 
of another relative. 


The adults visited, the chil- 
dren played. The Evanses were 
on their way to Sunday dinner 
at the Calvin E. Welch home. 
The relationships were close 
enough that Mrs. Evans asked 
the Martins to join them. The 
Martins declined, saying it was 
a nice day and they planned 
to “go up the highway for some 
Christmas greens.” 

These are Mrs. Evans's 
words and they later gave the 
police their first clue or first 
half-clue which, like others to 
come, was tantalizing. In Port- 
land, the phrase, “up the high- 
way,’ means to many people 
up the highway which skirts 
the Columbia river and leads 
to spectacular mountains and

Did the Martins literally 
mean up that highway? Or did 
they simply mean up the high- 
way in the sense of riding out 
into the country? 

Mrs. Welch called and ex- 
tended the dinner invitation to 
the Martins. Again it-was de- 
clined. Ken Martin noted to 
Mrs. Evans that his wife had 
had a bout of the flu and get- 
ting out would be a good 
change for her. 

Mrs. Welch recalls asking 
whether they planned to go to 
Larch mountain, which can be 
reached by one of several good 
highways branching off from 
the Columbia river highway, 
but she doesn’t recall the Mar- 
tins’ answer. 

The Evanses left. Some time 
after 1 p.m., the Martins got 
into their 1954 station wagon— 

license: 1G-7156, yellow on 
blue—and drove off. They were 
seen by neighbors. Frank M. 
Womack, out washing his car 
at the time, thought they left 
around 1. Mrs. V. H. Chinn, 
who happened to look out of

Ken Martin, wearing dark 
slacks and a tan zipper jacket, 
carried two cameras. He re- 
moved the back seat of the 
car, presumably making room 
for greens. Mrs. Martin, a large 
woman, wore a black print 
dress, plaid jacket, navy blue 
coat, black shoes with medium 
heels. Barbara and Virginia 
wore jeans with the cuffs 
rolled up.and Sue wore striped 
pedal pushers. Two of the 
girls wore beige coats as they 
walked out of the house. 


SOME TIME LATER in the 
afternoon, Dan Baxter, who 
runs a gas station at Cascade 
Locks, 42 miles up the Colum- 
bia River Highway east of Port- 
land, sold five gallons of “reg- 


ular” on a credit card signed . 


by Martin. It was his seventh 
credit card sale of the day but 


he could not remember the 
time. He remembered the car, 
though, and it was headed east, 
away from Portland. 


hater in the afternoon, a 
“jolly family” drove up to the 
Paradise snack bar at Hood 
river, 20 miles east of Cascade 
Locks. Mrs. Clark York, a wait- 
ress, recalls, “they were real 
nice people and seemed quite 
happy. They said they had been 
riding around and had been 
hunting a Christmas tree.” 

They ordered hamburgers, 
french fries, milk and dessert, 
which came to $4.15. The girls 
had wanted soda with their 
hamburgers but the father had 
insisted on milk. 

And that, said 12-year-old 
Linda Ellis, a friend of Barbara 
Martin, “sounds just like Mr. 
Martin.” 

Could be. Except an awful 
lot of fathers have a great rep- 
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utation among children for in- 
sisting on milk. 

If that was the Martins at 
the Paradise snack bar, it was 
the last known time anybody 
saw them. 

It is not considered likely 
the Martins disappeared while 
actually gathering Christmas 
greens. Either they had them 
by the time they reached the 
snack bar or they probably gave 
up the plan for gathering them 
by then. 

For Mrs. York fixed the time 
of their departure from the 
restaurant at 4:15 p.m., rough- 
ly. Sunset that day was 4:27 
p.m. With darkness coming on, 
the best guess is that the Mar- 
tins must have .started back. 
People who kneW Ken Martin 
say he did not enjoy driving at 
night, that he was cautious, 
and would not have driven 
after dark on one of the side 
roads where a car might skid 
into a canyon. 

That left two principal possi- 
bilities: A skid into a canyon 
or into the Columbia river, 
which is deep and swift beside 
the highway, or foul play? 
There was no clue suggesting 
one over the other. 


IN THE DAYS and weeks that 
followed, police, skilled mown- 
tain climbers, skin-divers, hik- 
ers, boats, helicopters, planes, 
jeeps, and horseback riders 
searched the area. They found 
no trace of the Martins. 


Early in January, a flotilla 
of boats coursed over areas 
where the highway comes close 
to the Columbia river. One boat 
used sonar but detected no car 
shape beneath it. The hu 8- 
ervoir behind Bonneville; dam 
was lowered five feet by Army 
engineers to aid in the water 
search. They found nothing. 


Forest rangers, friends, sher- 
iff’s deputies and state police 
spent a day looking at movies 
and photographs taken by the 
Martins on previous excursions 
in the hope they might lead to 
their last one. They found 
nothing productive. 

The Cascade Locks area is in 
the heart of the Cascade moun- 
tains. Many of the roads are 
narrow logging roads which 
twist through dense forest and 
skirt deep canyons. There are 
many points where a car might 
skid off the road and lie hidden 
in a narrow gorge. 

Sheriff's deputies in both 
Oregon and neighboring Wash- 
ington counties checked every 
road in the area looking for 
skid marks, They found noth- 
ing. 

One man walked 83 miles 
along the bank of the Columbia 
from The Dalles to Portland, 
hunting for any signs of a car 
having gone into the river. He 
found nothing. 


CLUES? 
clues. 

A car reported stolen in Cal- 
ifornia was found Dec. 8 aban- 
doned near Cascade Locks. A 
glove found near the car on 
the highway was checked on 
the possibility it might have 
been Mrs. Martin’s. It wasn't. 

At Boise, Idaho, a special 
police officer said he checked 
a red and white Ford station 
wagon in a gravel pit just off 
Highway 30—the formal name 
of the Columbia river highway 
—on the night of Dec. 15. Two 
young men were sleeping in 
the station wagon. 

The special police officer 
noted the license plate, but 
mislaid the paper on which he 
wrote the numbers. Later, he 
thought they were those of the 
Martin car. Still later, how- 
ever, he couldn't be sure: he 
thought tHe car he saw might 
have been older than a ‘54. 
Meanwhile, the station wagon 
in the pit was long since gone. 


Early in February, a spot of 
red paint was seen on a rock 
on the Washington side of the 
Columbia river above a deep 
backwater. Could the Martin 
car have hit the rock and 
bounded over a cliff into the 
river? 


The paint was scraped and 
sent to a laboratory in Wash- 
ington for analysis. It was not 
Ford paint. 


That, say police, was the last 
real clue. 


They have received many 
telephone calls and letters of- 
fering assorted bits of evidence 
and theories which checked 
out to nothing. Three letters 
and one phone call had this 
diverting coincidence: They 
were all based on dreams or 
conversations with the dead 
and all said that Dallas, Tex., 
was the place to look for the 
Martins. 


And four months later, in

The new program doesn’t 
the over-all length of 
the mid-September to mid-June 
éollege year, but it allows 
More concentrated time for 
each course. 

Instead of taking five courses 
@ semester, the student now 
takes three courses in each 11- 
week term. And the courses 
generally meet four hours a 
week instead of three. 

_ Reading Program. 

But the heart of the new 
gystem is a compulsory inde- 
Pendent reading program which 
is not related to any particular 
course. During each of his 
first two years at Dartmouth, 
the student is required to read 
six books of general interest 
from a list “with which a well- 
@ducated man should be fa- 
Miliar.”” (Examples: “The Iliad” 
by Homer, “Dialogues” by Pla- 
to, “The ey Tales” by 
Chaucer and “The Peloponnesi- 
an War” by Thucydides.) 

Outside reading in the last 
two years is designed to sup- 
plement the student’s major 
Course program and is super- 
vised by the faculty. 

The new college calendar in- 
volved a reduction from 40 to 
37 in the number of courses 
required to fulfill degree re- 
quirements, The reading pro- 
gram is intended to help offset 
the resulting loss of electives. 
Bright students are permitted 
to take extra courses.

NEW YORK, April 11—Col-

| of-college officials indicate the 
average income is near $7500, 
with nearly a third being over

Only one-tenth of the appli- 
eants’ families, these figures 
indicate, have incomes below 
$4000 


The averages run higher in 
the private colleges of the East 
and lower in public institutions 
of the Midwest and South. 
However, at the University of 
Minnesota, where the average 
applicant family’s income is “in 
the low $4000’s,” it was said 
that this reflected farm in- 
comes and would be equivalent 
to $6000 in a more urban state. 

Admission officers are much 
concerned over what they re- 

| gard as the serious implications 
of these figures, for the col- 
leges, for the nation’s youth, 
and for the national welfare. 

These figures, some of them 
say, reflect forces inducing a 


kind of collegiate segregation, 
which will be accentuated as 
college fees rise, as they are 
continuing to do. Many private 
institutions are announcing fee 
increases for next year. 
Psychological Barrier. 

As costs rise, those who need 
but cannot get help tend to go 
to the public or community 
colleges. A psychological bar- 
rier against going to college at 
all is raised even higher in 
front of lower income families, 
according to John U. Monro, 
dean of Harvard College and 
former head of its financial 
aids office. 

The nation is now losing the 
talents of 150,000 able youths a 
ear from the lower income 
evels, say Rexford G. Moon Jr., 
director of the College Scholar- 
ship Service. This agency of the 
college entrance examination 
board provides for 200 colleges 
and universities and 150 cor- 
porations a screening and uni- 
form needs - measuring service 
as a basis for giving aid to 
students.

Equal Opportunities. 

Some steps are being taken 
to equalize college opportuni- 
ties, say some of those con- 
cerned, but not enough. This 
is how they view the scholar- 
ship and aid situation: 

The one-popular and com- 
petitive “bidding for brains” is 
on the way out. Colleges now 
give help on the basis of need 
—assuming the applicant is a| 
good academic prospect. This, | 
of course, does not apply to 
athletic scholarships. 

The prevalent pattern for 
awarding financial aid is that 
established by the College 
Scholarship Service. Under its 
formulas relatively few awards 
are made to families with in- 
comes of $10,000 or over un- 
less they have unusual obliga- 
tions, such as aged dependents 
or medical bills. 

A one-child family in that 
bracket with no other assets, 
or complications, would be ex- 
pected to contribute a mini- 
mum of $1750 for college ex- 
penses, and a two-child family 
$1350. 

A one-child family with a 
$7000 income and no other 
assets is expected to provide 
$1050 and a two-child family

NEW YORK, April 11—What 
effect the St. Lawrence seaway 
is going to have on American 
ports depends on which one 
you happen to be in when the 
new international waterway 
opens. 

Practically all the ports from | 
Duluth to Rochester on the 
American side of the Great 
Lakes will feel the impact 
‘from the seaway principally by 
‘way of a greatly expanded 
flow of iron ore from the 
Labrador ore fields. 

However, the picture, from 
the Atlantic and Gulf seaport 
side, does not. look so rosy. 
Much of this ore would nor- 
mally have moved through. 
Philadelphia and Baltimore 
had the seaway not been in 
existence. Some port officials 
believe the port income loss 
could be “staggering.” 

Port officials have just about 
kissed off anywhere from 15 
to 25 per cent of their general 
cargo traffic in the Atlantic 
seaboard areas. That is the 
amount they believe the lake 
ports will divert from the old 
traditional shipping pattern via 
the seaports. 

Both deep sea and inland 
Port officials are keeping an 
eye on what effect the new toll 
structure is going to have on 
the movement of cargo via the 
seaway. 

Some large inland steel 
mills on the Great Lakes be- 
lieve the tolls, particularly 
those on the Welland canal 

rtion of the seaway, are go- 

g to price the ore business 
right out of the Great Lakes. 
They claim it will be cheaper 
to ship via Baltimore and Phil- 
adelphia despite the additional 
steaming miles. 

On the other hand, United 
States Atlantic port officials 
believe the United States and 
Canadian seaway authorities 
particularly those on the Amer- 
ican side, made a bad guess 
on the seaway’s potential in 
the next 50 years when they 
figured out the tolls. 

The biggest howl came from 
the Port of New York Authori- 
ty which said the St. Lawrence 
Seaway Development Corp. 
missed the boat in its figures, 
paving the way for the tax- 
payers to make up some of the 
slack if the anticipated rev- 
enue was not forthcoming from 
the seaway. 

However, while the ocean 
ports wring out the crying 
towels there is nothing but joy 
fn the Great Lakes harbors 
where cargo gains for this year 
are running into the millions 
ef tons—on paper. 

There are few, however, who 
look for any tremendous gains 
this year from a general cargo 
standpoint. 

Most surveys recently com- 
pleted by sources with no links 
with the seaway show that, 
while most of the ports will 


chalk up gains this year, it is | 


going to be from five to 10 
years before the full impact 
of the seaway is felt. 

The reasoning is that al- 
though United States Army 
Corps of Engineers has recom- 
mended vast sums for us in 
harbors, channels and connect- 
ing links, Congress has still to 
pass on them. With President 
Eisenhower seeking to keep a 
balanced budget, the prospect 
for any big sums for river and 
harbor work is not bright. 

This will leave many of the 
ports below the recommended 
27-foot draft for at least the 
next two or three years. 

One of the factors bothering 
many inland shipping officials 
is the apparent lack of inter- 
est in the seaway by some of 
the big corporations fringing 
the Great Lakes ports. 

Despite efforts to crack the 
“wait-and-see” attitude of 
many large potential seaway 
users, ship line executives have 
not been too successful. Many 
of the export-import firms 
which have been doing busi- 
ness via the seaports for so 
many years are reluctant to 
make any radical change in 
the shipping pattern until, as 
they point out, the seaway lives 
up to the potential its sup- 
porters claim for it. 

Even port offieials are un- 
sure of what will happen this 
year. Too many uncertainties, 
they point out, remain to make 
any concrete estimate of the 
intitial year’s business. 

They point to the prospects 
for higher cargo handling costs 
and the possibility that the 
United States and Canadian 
lhe a, gp will push through 
dentical compulsory pilotage 
bills which will add to the cost 
of shipping via the seaway. 

However, as one port official 
summed it up: “We've waited 
more than 50 years for this 
day. Let’s be satisfied with 
whatever we get. It’s bound to 
be more than we had before.”

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UNION’S AGENTS 


TAKE COURSE IN 
WORLD AFFAIRS

NEW YORK, April 11—A 
union, once so parochial that 
its members would not even in- 
stall electrical equipment made 
outside the metropolitan area, 
has started a mandatory course 
in world affairs for all its paid 
officials and business agents. 

unusual venture in union 
education was to give 
the staff of Local 3 of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers a “feel of 
the world” through the tute- 
lage of a young Ivy Leaguer on 
leave from the faculty of Vas- 
sar College. 

Harry Van Arsdale Jr., who 
heads both the local and the 
New York City AFL-CIO Cen- 
tral Labor Council, said inter- 
national problems had become 
so much a part of daily living 
that no union official could do 
his job adequately without 
knowing more about them. 

Van Arsdale and 43 of his 
aids gathered in a classroom 
in the union headquarters, The 
room, normally used to instruct 
union mechanics in television 
repair techniques, was rimmed 
with video and hi-fi sets in 
varying states of disorder, 

Everyone Early. 

The opening lecture was 
scheduled for 8 a.m., but every- 
one was in his seat so early 
that the local’s educational ad- 
viser, Dr. Harry J. Carman, 
dean emeritus of Columbia Col- 
lege, started talking five min- 
utes ahead of time. 

He told the officers that he 
considered the new course one 
of the most important and ex- 
citing developments in a cul- 
tural program that already is 
probably the most unusual con- 
ducted by any local union. 

One mainstay of the program 
is a course in thinking intend- 
ed to spark the intellectual 
curiosity of the union’s rank- 
and-file members. It is con- 
ducted on a 314-acre estate 
that was once a millionaire’s 
summer playground at South- 
ampton, L. I. Unionists spend 
a week there reading books, 
discussing philosophy and 
otherwise developing their 
critical faculties. 

Another main facet is em- 
ployer financial support for a 
scholarship program, under 
which 140 sons and daughters 
of Local 3 members have had 
their tuition paid for four years 
of college. Those whose aca- 
demic records are good enough 
get additional grants to finance 
two years of post-graduate 
study. 

The new course in major 
world problems is an out- 
growth of a foreign travel proj- 
ect Van Arsdale initiated sev- 
eral years ago. Under the pro- 
gram business agents are sent 
to Europe, Asia or Africa for 
two or three months to get a 
first-hand understanding of 
how people live and unions op- 
erate in other lands. 

Looks Like Freshmen. 

The instructor in the new 
eourse is Clyde C. Griffen, a 
tall, eager man of 29, who looks 
more like a freshman than the 
holder of a Phi Beta Kappa key 
and an imposing list of fellow- 
ships and college teaching posts 
here and abroad. 

He emphasized that the 
course was not going to be 
concerned with current events 
but with a basic understanding 
of such issues as imperialism, 
colonialism, population, trends, 
tariffs and ideological conflicts. 
He assigned outside readings 
calculated to give pause even 
to the longhairs on the union 
staff. 

The texts were Raymond 
Aron’s “The Century of Total 
War” and Joseph Schumpeter’s 
“Imperialism and Social] Class- 
es.” Griffen made it clear that 
no one could sleep through 
the course. Periodic examina-

Fertilizers (often ealled 
“plant food”) and lawn seeds 
are the two big items on every 
gardener’s shopping list. 

About 15,000,000 pounds ef 
grass seed was used last year 
to beautify grounds of new 
homes. About five times that 
amount was used for reseeding 
and restoring old lawns.

Some 45,000,000 home gar- 
deners spent $750,000,000 last 
year for nursery said H. 
P. Quadland, director of The 
American Association of Nurs- 
erymen, He added that the im- 
proved techniques in trans- 
porting field-grown stock, and 
the growth of nursery stock in 
containers, which hag facili- 
tated transplanting throughout 
the year, had resulted in a 
marked increase in the nursery 
business. 

“Garden centers,” which ap- 
pear to have burgeoned every- 


where in the last 10 years, will — 


do a sizeable part of the garden 
supply business this year. The 
“Modern Garden Center,” 
trade publication, says that 
gardeners will buy about two 
billion dollars in garden tools, 
supplies, equipment, accesso- 
ries, power units and insecti- 
cides.

Use of mulches in gardening 
has risen sharply in recent 
years. Imports and production 
of peat moss have risen from 
$5,000,000 in 1950 to an esti- 
mated $13,000,000 in 1957. The 
Garden Foundation reports 
that retail sales of all mulches 
in 1957 totaled $50,000,000, 

One of the newer types of 
mulches, an all-organic, multi- 
purpose garden mulch, said to 
aid plant growth by storing 
water, maintaining soil tem- 
perature, adding humus and in- 
creasing aeration, has been 
marketed by Cargill, Inc., na- 
tion-wide handler and proces- 
sor of agricultural products. 
The mulch is derived from ab- 
sorbent heart-rings of hybrid 
corn cobs, dehydrated and re- 
duced to granule size. 

Seed and nursery men, have 
stepped up the promotion of 
their businesses in recent 
years. An unusual venture was 
made last year at the Birch 
River Homes Development in 
Ossining, N. Y. growers and 
sellers of seeds instructed the 
new home owners in the prop- 
er use of seeds for landscaping 
and for growing vegetables. 
Tools, insecticides and ferti- 
lizers were furnished to the 
héme owners. \ 

The operation was a joint ef- 
fort by the builder, the Nation- 
al Garden Bureau, a number 
of seed businesses and 20 
home owners, In Tonawanda, 
N.Y., the New York State Seed 
Association and ‘the National 
Garden Bureau are undertak- 
ing this year a community-wide 
beautification project. 

The plan: at Birch River 
provided for giving away gar- 
den seeds and equipment to 
home owners, regular weekly 
instruction in gardening and 
a contest for the best flower 
or vegetable garden. Of the 20 
participants only four had pre- 
vious gardening experience. 

Attention to gardening also 
is being heightened by flower 
shows in shopping centers. 

The imports from Holland 
of tulip, hyacinth, daffodil, 
crocus and gladiolus bulbs 
were valued at $37,000,000 last 
year. About $34,000,000 worth 
was used in home gardens, half 
of which was tulips, These 
were part of 171,000,000 tulip 
bulbs imported in 1958, the

Construction of a 40-unit 


apartment building at 4490 Lin- 
dell boulevard, where an old 
brick house now stands, is ex- 
pected to get under way in less 
than a month. The building is 
to be erected by the Pocost 
Construction Co. for Alfred I. 
Harris & Associates. Burton 
Lipman has done the design- 
ing. Cost has been estimated at

The building is to be four 
stories high, of masonry frame 
construction, with first floor of 
concrete on precast concrete 
joists; other floors and light- 
weight concrete slab roof on 
steel-bar joists.

Single Homes 
In Slum Areas 
Now Proposed 


A shift in the thinking of 
urban renewal experts soon 
may result in the construction 
of more top-quality, semi-lux- 
ury and luxury single-family 
homes on cleared slum land. 

This is the view of C. R. 
Mitchell, president of the 
United States Savings and 
Loan League, who told @ 
league-sponsored management 
conference in White Sulphur 
Springs, Va., that whereas in 
the past, urban renewal ex- 
perts contemplated that: 
cleared slum areas would be 
used almost solely for publi¢ 
housing or large FHA-financed 
apartment buildings,’ today 
there is a tendency to think 
in terms of using a greater 
part of the cleared slum land 
for the building of single 
family homes. 

“This new concept will have 
far-reaching implications for 
the nation’s savings and loan 
associations in that large 
amounts of conventional mort- 
gage financing will be re 
quired,” said Mitchell, “It will 
enable savings associations to 
share more fully in the re- 
building of the nation’s blight- 
ed urban areas.” 

Mitchell spoke to nearly 300 
savings and loan officials at 
tending a three-day meeting 
in the Greenhriar Hotel. The 
conference is one of four spon- 
sored annually by the league 
to bring its member institue 
tions up-to-date on latest man- 
agement methods and tech- 
niques. The league is the na- 
tionwide trade organization for 
4500 savings and loan institu- 
tions. 

In his address, Mitchell 
noted that Congress was be- 
coming increasingly interested 
in urban renewal, and 
there would be “literally tens 
of billions of dollars” spent in 
city re-building in the next 
decade. He said: 

“Not long ago, most of the 
original publicity on ur 
renewal indicated that cle 
slum areas would be used 
public housing or large F 
financed multiple apartment 
buildings. : 

There now is a tendency ia 
urban renewal centers to think 
in terms of turning over some

Don’t Get Around.

Mice spend their lives ordinar- 
ily in an area no larger than 
15-feet in diameter. They 
usually locate in cupboards, 
closets, or behind stoves and 
refrigerators. 

Effective placing of snap 
traps and poison in these areas 
will rid your home of rodents. 
Traps—cheap enough so that 
you can buy a dozen without 
great expense — are most ef- 


Speed and 
intelligence will often enable 
a mouse to evade a single 
trap. 

Adding a two-inch square of 
corrugated cardboard to trap 
triggers will enlarge the trap- 
ping surface and double the 
effectiveness of traps. 

Use fresh bait. Smear pea- 
nut butter over the trap or put 
down a chunk of chocolate 
with nuts. Sprinkle oats over 
the bait to make it more at- 
tractive. 

Vary the bait so mice do not

This is easy, since mice like 
most foods that. humans eat. 
Arsenic and strychnine are 
quick killers. But because chil- 
dren or pets may unwittingly 
eat baited food, these poisons 
should be used only by pro-| 
fessional exterminators.

Plant Plans 


Sometimes a gardner starts 
/out with a definite preference 
for a certain kind ~of flower 
and builds his garden plans 
around that favorite. But more 


often the geography of the 
home grounds has a strong ef- 
fect on what actually can be 
planted, and plans have to be- 
gin with a question like, 
“What's good along a drive- 
way?” 

OK, what IS good along a 
driveway? The first and main 
consideration has to be height 
of plant, because there’s noth- 
ing more irritating when you 
open the car door than having 


or even too tall to escape be- 
ing damaged by the opening 
door. The second considera- 
tion is the width of the plants. 
You don’t want them running 
off into the lawn or across the 
drive. With these two limita- 
tions in mind, then, let’s see 
what flowers will fill the bill, 
If your driveway offers a hot, 
sunny, well-drained location 
the best ‘suggestions are Por- 
tulaca (Moss Rose), Alyssum 
(the dwarf kinds like Carpet of 
Snow and Royal Carpet), and 
a couple of newcomers, the 
Gomphrenas Buddy and Cissy.

terial. Termite control meas- 
ures in such houses after con- 
struction are not only quite 
expensive but very difficult, 
he adds. 

Merely pouring a toxic chem- 
ical around the outside of the 
house will not stop termites, 
says Dr. Snyder. The concrete 
must be drilled and the chem- 
ical soil poisons injected 
through it under pressure to 
the soil beneath the house, He 
points out that approved floor 
joist construction with crawl 
space makes getting under the 
house to use termite control 
measures a simple matter. 

More important, according to 
Dr. Snyder, is the ease in 
which reinspections can be 
made in homes with crawl 
space. He says that even after

The present ten- 
dency to wanton destruction of 
these resources must be re- 
versed. Many  wmillions of 
young trees must be planted 
in populated areas if much of 
the nation is not to be down- 
graded into vast, sterile slums. 
Only Answer. 

“The only answer seems to 
lie in more widespread educa- 
tion of the public, including 
business and city officials as 
to the tremendous values to 
our civilization of trees and 
shrubs. 

“Our expanding population 
and economy is gobbling up 
land at an alarming rate. But 
it would not be alarming if the 
plant life were saved, or re- 
newed if necessarily destroyed, 
so that natural beauty instead 
of ugliness could progress at 
the same rate. 

“One of America’s distin- 
guished scientists recently 
warned that lack of trees to 
convert harmful carbon di- 
oxide into healthful oxygen can 
cause untold damage to this 
nation by disturbing the bal- 
ance of these gases in the at- 
mosphere. Trees purify the air 
by absorbing carbon dioxide 
and converting it to healthy 
oxygen. 

How Many Acres 

“A spokesman for one of the 
country’s distinguished maga- 
zines recently said: ‘How many 
acres of solid paving can a 
community stand without loss 
in property values? Not loss in 
beauty alone, but in adverse 
change of climate in the im- 
mediate area (trees have vast 
air-conditioning effects), rapid 
rain runoff, lower water 
tables? Each new acre of tree- 
less paving is another admis- 
sion that progress and ugliness 
go hand in hand.’ 

“Another example is the fed- 
eral highway program, which 
is denuding millions of acres 
‘of land without any provision 
that the roadsides be replant- 
‘ed or landscaped, despite the 
‘fact that modern landscaping

CASTRO'AND FRIENDS

HAVANA, April 11 (AP) —

HIS CLAIM: FIRST 
QUADRIPLEGIC TO 
RIDE HORSEBACK 


GREAT BARRINGTON, 
Mass., April 11 (UPI)—Husky 
Mike Rose, a man with deter- 
mination, lays claim to being 
the nation’s first quadriplegic 
to ride horseback. 

Rose, 28 years old, regards 
this as somewhat of an accom- 
plishment. He is totally para- 
lyzed from the chest down and 
has only partial use of his 
hands. 

His injuries stem from an in- 
cident two years ago in Naples, 
Fla., when he sat down on the 
rock balcony of a roof terrace. 
The balcony suddenly collapsed 
and his neck was broken in 
the fall. 

For two months, he was to- 
tally paralyzed—except for “one 
finger and my mind.” 

“I rode previously—oh, not 
as a great jumper or in show 
style,” Rose said. “But sudden- 
ly, it dawned on me that this 
was a great challenge—to re- 
gain the pleasure of the sport. 
And fortunately, it turned out 
to be pleasurable, not aggra- 
vating.” 

Rose explained that getting 
on a horse for him involves 
being helped from his car to a 
tall sawhorse. “Then my left 
foot is placed in the stirrup, a 
riding master throws my right 
leg over the horse’s rump, and | 
I pull into the saddle by the 
pommel.” 

Rose said he uses a western 
saddle and is not strapped in.

Five Lines Now Have 18 Daily Flights 
In-and-Out of New York Airport

OR THE UNITED STATES, the jet age in air travel began 

last October when British Overseas Airways Corporation 

and Pan American Airways started scheduled flights be- 
tween this country and Europe. Hub of this civilian jet ac- 
tivity is New York's International (Idlewild) Airport. Although 
Chicago’s Midway still leads in traffic of airplanes of 
all kinds, Idlewild leads in jet plane activity. 

Five airlines (American, B.O.A.C., National, Pan American 
and TWA) currently have a total of 18 daily scheduled pure- 
jet flights in and out of Idlewild, some of them overseas flights, 
some domestic. This represents only a little more than three 
per cent of Idlewild’s daily plane movements. By 1960, how- 
ever, airlines estimate that 30 per cent of all air traffic will be 
in jets and turbo-prop planes. Pan American alone will be 
Operating 50 jet crossings a week to Europe this summer. 

So far, jets have given a stimulating thrust to passenger 
sales, and airlines work hard at maintenance and fast turn- 
arounds to keep their limited number of jets in the air. 
Travelers, eager for the novelty of flying 600 miles an hour in 
a jet, have booked ad planes rade capacity. Many passen-

Some Works Are Duty 
Free, Others Are Not, 
Because of Customs 
Bureau Quandary 

On What Art Is 


Collage, “Man With a Hat,” by Pablo Picasso, was done in charcoal, ink 
and pasted bits of newspaper. Because its materials (the pasted paper) 
are not traditional, it is not “art” by Customs definition, yet it is dutiable 
on its value as an art object—a value in five figures. Picasso and 
Georges Braque invented collage about 1912, and is one of Picasso's 
earliest. The Museum of Modern Art posted a five-year bond to bring 
it in duty - free, but under the law it could not dispose of the work during 
the bond period, nor lend the work without permission. 


“Self-Portrait,” a lithograph by 
Henri Matisse, is dutiable be- 
cause it is less than 20 years old. 
Same drawing, as an etching or 
engraving, would not be taxed 
regardléss of age. Duty on such 
items is small, but a nuisance.

In 1956, Lyn Chadwick's “Inner Eye,” in wrought iron with molten glass, 

won the top sculpture prize at the Venice Biennale, the oldest and most 

famous art show in the world. But the Musetum of Modern Art had to bring 

it in under bond, the equivalent of duty for educational institutions, because 
it does not resemble a “natural” object, and so is “not sculpture.” 
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“Relief,” a geometric composition 
in raised surfaces by British artist 
Ben Nicholson, was dutiable be- 
cause it is made of synthetic 
materials. But works of Piet Mon- 
drian, Dutch artist who experi- 
mented with geometric designs 
much like this, come in duty - free 
because they are done in paint— 
a traditional material. 


HE CLEAR-CUT letter of the law and the hazy border- 
lines of art are causes of long- san epag 4 confusion 
in the United States Customs Bureau. a recent 
instance at Baltimore, an inspector imposed a 19 per cent 
duty on four abstract neon, eg by the Spaniard, Jorge 
Orteiza. Two — works had won first prize at an inter- 
national art exhibition at Sao Paulo, Brazil, but the in- 
spector ruled that all four were “manufactured metal,” 
not art. He was following an old Supreme Court defini- 
tion of sculpture as the representation of objects in nature. 

Orteiza uses machinery to cut out iron and aluminum 
parts, then bolts or welds them into arrangements that 
qualify as art objects, even though they may not repre- 
sent natural objects. To the surprise of all concerned, the 
Custom Bureau’s main office reversed the Baltimore 


ruling, allowing Orteiza’s works to be admitted duty - free. 


This was encouraging to museum executives on the 
National Committee to Liberalize the Tariff Laws for Art. 
They are supporting bills now before Congress to do 
away with absurd inconsistencies in the present law, 
last revised in 1930 and subject to court interpretations 
made before many modern art forms were even invented. 

The inconsistency works like this: In 1956, an im- 
ported collage by Alberto Burri was classified by Cus- 
toms as “a manufacture of vegetable fibers” because it 
was on a burlap backing. (A collage is a composition 
using pasted cloth or paper for novel surface textures.) 


Sculpture must be con- 
cerned with “natural ob- 
jects,” say regulations, 
so Boccioni’s Cubist “De- 
velopment of a Bottle in 
Space” (photo left) was 
taxed because a boitle 
is not a natural object. 


Its owner then argued that, in that case, the work was 
worth only $1 and the government entitled to 20 cents. 
But Customs, while denying that the collage was art, still 
collected duty on its value as art—a $90 levy on its 
declared $450 value. ‘ 

Under present regulations, drawings and paintings 
made of traditional materials come in free, but collages 
are dutiable. Abstract painting has free entree, abstract 
sculpture does not. Recent etchings, woodcuts and 
engravings are free of duty, but lithographs must be at 
least 20 years old to escape tax. Modern Gobelin tapes- 
tries are free, all other modern tapestries pay tax. 

Backers of a new law to permit free entree of all art 
objects contend that this was the obvious intent of Con- 
gress in the first place. The confusion grew out of the 
enormous variety of materials, ideas and sources of 
twentieth century art.

ESIDENTS of a home for elderly women 
here decided to reverse the age-old 
routine in which ns at such insti- 

tutions are entertained at shows given for 
their benefit. And the results were pleasant 
beyond expectation. The decision to upset 
tradition was reached last fall by women at 
the Carrie Elligson Gietner Home, at 5000 
South Broadway. At first they thought they 
would put on a play. But the idea of a 
musical show, along the lines of a revue, 
gradually emerged. 
A script, embodying old vaudeville 
‘tunes and other familiar songs, was written 
by Mrs. Walter Richter, a clerk in the office 
of the home. A troupe of 24 was recruited 
from among the home’s 150 residents, and 
rehearsals were started. Direction was pro- 
vided by Mrs. Hugo J. Leiendecker, a St. 
Louisan who during the last 20 years fre- 


quently has brought shows to the home to 
entertain the women. 

The more the performers, whose average 
age was about 80, practiced the more they 
enjoyed their endeavor. And their pleasure 
was shared by overflow audiences of rela- 
tives and friends who attended two per- 
formances at the home. No admission was 
charged, but voluntary contributions totaling 
about $200 were received for the home's 
building fund. 

Since then, the show has been repeated 
twice for outside groups, and some of the 
numbers will be given in May at meetings 
away from the home. Already the women 
are informally making preparations for a 
new show next year. There is only one 
drawback. “I’m afraid,’ one performer says 
jokingly, “my daughter will tell me to start 
acting my age.”

T WELDON SPRING, in the rolling 

St. Charles County countryside 

not far from the Missouri River, is 
an installation that plays an important 
part in America’s atomic energy pro- 
gram. There, in a sprawling line of 
buildings, concentrated uranium ore is 
purified and prepared for further proc- 
essing. Products of the plant provide 
fuel for atomic power stations — such as 
the one at Shippingport, Pennsylvania 
—and help feed the nation’s nuclear 
weapons arsenal. fThe installation, 
owned by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and operated by Mallinckrodt 
Chemical Works of St. Louis, is one of 
two of its kind in the country —and is 
the newest. 

It is surrounded by a barbed - wire- 
topped fence and is heavily guarded. 
Visitors are closely checked and con- 
stantly escorted. Certain aspects of the 
operation are classified -government 
secrets, but the security curtain has 
been removed from many phases of the 
work. This is the first picture story de- 
scribing the steps in purifying and proc- 
essing the concentrate. Concentrate is 
ore that has been milled to remove much 
of ite non-uranium content. 

In every pound of pure uranium, 
one part in 140 is in a form called U - 235. 
(Virtually all the rest is U-238.) And 
U-235, which gives off tremendous 
amounts of energy when its atoms are 
split, is the key material of the atomic 
age. A single pound of U-235 has the 
energy equivalent of 3,000,000 pounds of 
coal. U-235 can be used as an explosive 
—in an atomic bomb or as the trigger of 
a hydrogen bomb. It can be used as 
a source of heat to generate electricity, 
as at Shippingport, and it can be used 
to produce plutonium. Plutonium, a 
man-made nuclear fuel with properties 
similar to U-235, is produced by bom- 
barding U-238 with neutrons given off 
as U-235 atoms are split. 

The task at the Weldon Spring in- 
stallation is to purify the concentrate, 
which contains 50 to 60 per cent urani- 
um, to a degree higher than that required 
in the production of most medicines. 
And yet, because of the quantities of 


uranium needed in the atomic energy 
program, the purification must be done 
on a large scale. To meet these seem- 
ingly conflicting requirements, the work 
of the plant — which has about 400 pro- 
duction employes—is kept under con- 
stant analysis by a staff of 70 chemists 
and technicians. The net result is that 
impurities are present in the installa- 
tion’s end products on a scale of only a 


. few parts in a million parts of uranium. 


Once the concentrate has been puri- 
fied, it is made into granular compounds 
or is converted into metal. These prod- 
ucts are shipped to other AEC installa- 
tions or sold to private industry. The 
metal can be fabricated into shapes for 
fuel elements in reactors, for generation 
of electricity or production of plutonium. 
The granular compounds go to diffusion 
plants for further processing and sepa- 
ration of the U-235 from the U -238. 

St. Louis’ place in the atomic en- 
ergy program dates back to April 1942, 
in the earliest stages of the development 
of the A-bomb. Mallinckrodt was 
asked to undertake large scale proc- 
essing of concentrate, using a method 
that previously had been employed 
only in a laboratory. In July of that 
year, the firm began delivering uranium 
at the rate of a tona day. The postwar 
Smyth report described the product as 
having “a degree of purity seldom 
achieved even on a laboratory scale.” 
Before completion of the Weldon Spring 
installation in 1958, the processing here 
was done in facilities at the company’s 
main plant in St. Louis and at an adjoin- 
ing location. 

Besides the processing work at 
Weldon Spring, extensive research and 
development activities are carried on 
there. Some 200 chemists and tech- 
nicians are assigned to the tasks of try- 
ing to improve existing processes and 
of searching for new ones. The aim is 
to cut production costs, improve quality 
—and perhaps develop new products. 
As one chemist remarked, “The whole 
field is just in its infancy. After all, 
only 17 years ago pure U-235 and 

lutonium existed only in scientists’ 
ratories.”

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One Man Shoots Fujtyama 40 AU IO Times 
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OUNT FUJIYAMA has been an inspiration and object 
M of worship to the Japanese people since ancient 
times. It is even more than that to Koyo Okada, pro- 
fessional photographer. He is in love with the majestic 
peak, which he describes as “a beautiful princess,” and in 
a 35-year quest to capture its beauty on film he has taken 
40,000 pictures in color and black and white. This is one 
of them. 

In his continuing search for what he considers a perfect 
picture, 63-year-old Okada, has circled and climbed the 
12,395-foot mountain many times. He photographs its sym-

ROUND AND AROUND, 18,712 times, 
the bicyclists went for six d and 
six nights. When they finished where 

they had started, the winners had pedaled a 
distance of 2339 miles. The event, of course, 
was a six-day bike race, the first to be held 
in New York City in nine years. Victors 
were the Italian team of Fernando Terruzzi 
and Leandro Faggin. lap behind them 
were Wout Wagtmans and Jan Plantaz of 
Holland. 

Once, especially in the 1920s, the indoor 
cycling marathon was a popular event held 
regularly twice a year at Madison Square 
Garden in New York, the Coliseum in Chi- 
cago, the Olympia in Detroit and in amphi- 
theaters in many other cities. Sports fans of 
that era knew well the names of such popu- 
lar racers as Reggie McNamara, A! Goullet, 
Alf Letourneur and Jimmy Walthour. By the 
late 1930s, however, interest in the six-day 
race had decreased considerably. Madison 

are Garden sponsored its last marathon 
race in 1939; soon other cities on the six- 
day circuit dropped theirs. Only four six- 
day bike races have been held in this coun- 
try in the last nine years. 

In Europe bicycling has maintained its 
popularity and it was there that the pro- 
moters of the recent New York race had to 
go for the majority of their riders. Of the 
28 racers who started in the marathon, four 
were Americans. Among the others were 
six from Germany, four from Italy, three 
each from France and Spain, and two each 
from Belgium, Denmark, Holland and 
Switzerland. 

Although the promoters just about broke 
even on the event, they found encourage- 
ment in the spectators’ response. They be- 
lieve there still is a future for six-day bike 
racing in this country. 


Sprinting throughout the final hour of the race, 
the racers whirled around the eighth -of-a- 
mile track. Their aim was to ride fast enough 
to lap the field. A team that was a lap ahead 
of the field at the end of the race would win 
regardless of how many points it had accumu- 
lated by winning sprints during the previous 
six days. It was by stealing a lap during the 
final night that Terruzzi and Faggin won, al- 
though they had only 1218 points to the 
second - place team’s 1481.

aggin, 25 years old, lives in Padova, 
Italy. His specialty is pursuit racing.

As the squares in front of both build- 
ings were covered with clouds of tear 
gas, demonstrators broke away to roam 
the downtown streets.: They overturned 
many vehicles, burned 12 automobiles, 
three -streetcars and a bus, damaged 
three police cars, wrecked five stores, 
littered streets with glass from broken 
windows. Police counter -attacked with 
more tear gas and jets of water which 
had been colored to smeggonr identifica- 
tion of rioters. Before order was re 
stored, one policeman and three civil- 
ians had been shot, 13 other persons 
were injured, and 144 demonstrators had 
been placed under arrest.

When I first read Professor Chalce's 
gloomy prognostication, the temptation was strony to 
sit back and morbidly await the end result of his candid 
commutation of my Senatorial and, indeed, my carth!\ 
tenure. Fortunately I did not yield to that temptation. 
Instead, I exerted all my mental and physical energics 
to do my best as an elected representative. 

Today, at 91, and as the oldest person ever to serv: 
in our National Congress, I look back on the last 2 
years with what I hope others will allow as pardonable 
pride and satisfastion. Recently some impairment 0! 
my eyesight and hearing motivated me, in the best 
interest of the Senate, to relinquish the Chairmanship 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations. This, however, 
does not mean that I am through. I am still very much 
on the Senatorial team, with no intention of sitting ou! 
the remaining games on the bench. While I may not 
be in shape to play the role of starting pitcher an) 
longer, I expect to see a lot of action “in relief.” «

HAT MAKES NIKKI RUN?} 


And what it means to you

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Of the rare men who have risen to rule nations, none 
has been more baffling than Nikita Khrushchev, the 
enigma. of the Kremlin. As the West faces him in yet 
another perilous test of brinkmanship, it becomes in- 
creasingly important to plumb the riddle of the stocky 
Ukrainian peasant whose pudgy finger hovers over the 
button that can plunge the world into a nuclear 
nightmare. - 

What makes Nikita run? Is he driven by a ruthless 
Communist conviction that Russia must dominate the 
earth? Or do his actions spring from sources inside 
the man, his restless bulldozing ambition, the innate 
craftiness of his peasant stock, the dark forces of revo- 
lution, which forged his character? 

The West's best brains have concentrated on trying 
to figure out the Khrushchev personality. They have 
watched him at diplomatic receptions and cocktail 
parties, combed his statements for clues. They have 
tried to learn how strong he is in the Kremlin. PARADE 
has talked to these experts, consulted foreign diplo- 
mats as far afield as New Delhi and Cairo. Their 
views, reported here for the first time, may offer the 
most penetrating insight into the mind that can mean 
peace or ruin for the world. 

Consider first the many masks of Khrushchev. His 
blunt, almost porcine, face can change its expression 
from sweet reasonableness to terrible wrath within 


seconds. He can play the part of a ruthless tyrant, a 
friendly politician, a gregarious drunk, a Russian Will 
Rogers. He is capable of launching military missiles 
and peace doves during the same day. Today he may 
be the belligerent and the braggart, tomorrow the be- 
nign apostle of coexistence. 

But are his eutbursts real or feigned? Some agree 
with Indian Prime Minister Nehru, who told parape’s 
reporter in New Delhi recently that the Russian ruler 
was “an emotional man who will respond to the emo- 
tions of his people.” 


“Vodka Diplomacy” 


Most State Department experts see Khrushchev’s 
bluster, gregariousness and impetuosity as part of an 
act, conceived to confuse his opponents and keep them 
off balance. Even Khrushchev’s hearty drinking is con- 
sidered a myth by those who have watched closely his 
“vodka diplomacy.” Observers have noticed that some- 
times he appears tipsy after only a couple of swigs— 
too soon for one of his capacity. By this deception, he 
can get away with off-the-cuff comments and not be 
held strictly accountable. But he says nothing, our 
experts believe, that is not a part of his plan. Unfor- 
tunately, it often is easier to spoi after completion than 
in its early stages, when it might be countered. 

Khrushchev also has made diplomatic mileage by 
not drinking. When he met with the Egyptian dic- 
tator, Nasser, a devout Moslem who abhors alcohol, 
Khrushchev made a show of deferring to his guest. He 
told Nasser: “When you are with me, I never drink.

I respect your beliefs.” Then to the vodka-bearing 
waiter: “Nyet, today I follow the teachings of Islam.” 

Recently, Khrushchev has been forced to lay off 
vodka in favor of mineral water (the U.S. Embassy 
reports he is suffering from either kidney or gall- 
bladder trouble). But this bout of temperance has not 
ended Khrushchev’s outbursts—strong indication that 
in the past it was the man, not the vodka, talking. 

On one score all experts agree: Nikita Khrushchev 
is not a blundering clown. He survived Stalin's bloody 
purges by keeping his head just a fraction below the 
execution line while steadily extending his power in- 
side the Communist Party. 


A 40-Year Siege 


Khrushchev is not considered so much a doctrinaire 
Communist as a practical politician. He has driven his 
spurs into the farmers, the engineers, the scientists. 
His goal is to build a mighty industrial power, more 
productive than the United States. Already he has 
brought Russia to a par with the U.S. in military 
power. 

Khrushchev’s whole personality expresses this 
emergence of Russia to world stature. When Nehru 
once chided him for his provocative diplomacy, 
Khrushchev revealed the sense of struggle that has 
motivated him. Nehru quoted to parape the Soviet 
leader’s reply: “We Russians have been living in a 
state of siege for 40 years. We have been worried that 
the Western world would topple us. We are just com- 
ing out of this siege, but we are still suspicious of the 
West.” 

Russia did not want to risk nuclear war over Berlin 
or Korea as long as we held the nuclear edge. That 
restraint no longer applies. In the game of interna- 
tional poker, Khrushchev now holds excellent military 
cards, with the intercontinental missile as his ace. He 
keeps his cards close to his chest, playing with bluff 
and bluster. For he is a tough, shrewd gambler—a 
“go-for-broke gambler,” one State Department expert 
* describes him. 


Khrushchev is completely fascinated by rockets, al- 
most like a child with new and wonderful toys. (He 
makes “frequent visits to missile sites, proudly tells 
visitors that his youngest son is working in the missile 
field.) It didn’t take him long to see the possibilities 
of ballistic bluff. He tried it first during the 1956 Suez 
crisis, threatening to rain rockets on Britain and 
France if they did not retreat. Now with even more 
missile power, Khrushchev’s next challenge may be a 
bluff, but it may not. 

Khrushchev may toss a threat into the most inno- 
cent conversation. In a Kremlin courtyard with a guest 
recently, he gestured toward small cannon seized from 
Napoleon. “What happened to Napoleon,” he said, 
“will happen to anyone who gets too near Moscow.” 

Cavalier with subordinates, he is contemptuous of 
weaker nations. When Iran broke off talks with Russia 
recently, Khrushchev’s representative shouted: “We've 
been treated as if we were Luxembourg!” But Khrush- 
chev has no compunction about treating Rumania and 
Czechoslovakia as if they were Luxembourg. : 

For all his cockiness, he secretly respects an an- 
tagonist. He betrays this, our experts note, by constant 
needling and ‘belittling. His favorite target has been 
John Foster Dulles, whom he likes to call “Eisen- 
hower’s sputnik.” To Nasser, the Russian leader once 
sneered: “This God that Dulles claims he believes in, 
if He exists, I am certain I would be closer to this God 
than Dulles, who claims he is a priest.” 

Another time, an American was visiting Khrush- 
chev in his office when a cork blew off a bottle of 
mineral water and hit the ceiling. “That,” grinned 
Khrushchev, “is probably Mr. Dulles firing at me from 
under the table.” . 


His Enemies Within 


In his rise to power, Khrushchev made many ene- 
mies within the Kremlin. For the moment, they have 
been silenced by his successes. But our best Soviet 
analysts are convinced that the Presidium members 
will not tolerate another Stalin or go along with a 


leader who jeopardizes their gains. They recognize 
the need for a top man, and Khrushchev’s bold policies 
have been successful enough to keep him in the job. 

But he still hasn't achieved complete control of the 
top echelon, the Presidium. According to one intelli. 
gence expert: “The Presidium still can cut him down 
if it feels he is endangering the country or his policie: 
are proved wrong.” 

The State Department believes he tried to consoli 
date his power at the Communist Party Congress in 
January. He made an apparent move to bring crimina! 
charges against his rivals, Malenkov, Molotov, Bul 
ganin and Kaganovich, all of whom he has banished 
to obscurity. The party rank and file dutifully echoed 
his keynote, attack, repeating the ominous word, “crim. 
inal.” But the Presidium would not back up Khrush 
chev’s play. Its members paid lip service to his charges. 
but carefully avoided the key word “criminal,” which 
would have let loose a new purge. 

No one can be sure how far the Presidium backs 
Khrushchev on the Berlin issue. Our intelligence has 
learned that the Red Army marshals regard the timing 
as bad. With Soviet strength on the rise, they believe 


1960 or 1961 would be better for a showdown. 


If Khrushchev should fail, and find his position 
challenged inside the Kremlin, how would he react? 
Most of our strategists believe he would accept the 
discipline of failure, make a deal to step down, then 
bide his time for an opportunity to return to power. 
But some fear he already is drunk with power, if not 
vodka, and would risk plunging the world into war b, 
some desperate, reckless move. 

If there is a pattern in Khrushchev's behavior, it is 
the classical Communist zigzag from sweetness to 
harshness to sweetness. It is the same principle of 
now-rough, now-gentle treatment that brainwashed 
and broke down GI prisoners in North Korea, com- 
pletely mixing up their sense of truth and justice. 
When British Prime Minister Macmillan went to Mos- 
cow, for example, Khrushchev first held out hopes of 
a Berlin settlement, then suddenly switched, warning 
that any attempt by the Allies to force their way into 
Berlin would be hurled back by Russian arms. Then, 
as a final act of rudeness, he backed out of a scheduled 
trip with the British leader, pleading a toothache. 


An Election Speech 


Suddenly, the thaw was on again. Khrushchev ex 
plained at a party that his speech was only “an election 
speech.” Deputy Premier Mikoyan, all smiles, ap 
peared alongside Macmillan in Leningrad, and neyo 
tiations were on again. The State Department believes 
this display was designed to keep Macmillan on the 
wong foot. But the British believe the speed of 
Khrushchev’s retraction suggests pressure on him from 
the Presidium, which may have decided he had gone 
too far. 

Senate Foreign Relations Chairman J. W. Fulbright 
(D., Ark.) explained Khrushchev’s tactics to PARAD! 
this way: “He hits you, then offers a helping hand, 
then hits you again with the same hand.” This tech 
nique, the Senator said, “is designed to keep us of! 
balance.” 

Meanwhile, Khrushchev sits at his Kremlin desk 
plotting the next moves. No one really believes that 
Khrushchev wants a nuclear war, and he will want i! 
even less as Russia achieves more prosperity. The 
danger is that this complex man may blunder into 11. 
It is the task of the West to convince him that willing- 
ness to negotiate means neither weakness nor appeas¢-

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N IMPORTANT REASON for sky-high doctors’ fees 

now is coming into the open. It is a reason that 

many doctors refuse to talk about. Or, if they do, they 
refuse to be quoted by name. 

This is what's happening: patients with some form 
of health insurance are being charged hiked fees— 
simply because insurance foots part of the bill. This 
practice, found by PARADE to be widespread in the 
U.S., has many sharp-edged consequences. 

At times, it results in shocking overcharges to pa- 
tients. It threatens the foundations of our voluntary 
health insurance system, which now extends to upward 
of 120,000,000 Americans. 

Further, high medical fees, or the expectations of 
high fees, are said to contribute to the rate of sickness 
in the American population. The fee can prevent 
people from seeking care. 

As one Rhode Island doctor puts it: “The average 
person in the lower-income and middle-income groups 
does not feel that he can afford the luxury of a physi- 
cal checkup.” 

Of course, insured patients, feeling they have a 
cushion, often are stung. The following doctor-patient 
discussion, which took place not long ago in New York 
City, is a blatant example of how the overcharge 
squeeze is applied. 

The young father of an infant who needed surgery 
asked the surgeon: “How much will you charge?”

“Do you have insurance?” the surgeon queried. 

“Yes,” was the reply. “Blue Shield.” 

“Then the fee will be $250,” said the surgeon. 
“Without insurance, it would be $125, but your in- 
surance will pay the other $125.” 

Multiply this type of conversation thousands of 
times a year across the U.S., and you have the back- 
ground for what could become a crisis in the national 
medical care picture. Hiked fees are eroding the pur- 
pose of voluntary, prepaid insurance, which is, basi- 
cally, to help defray part of the cost of care. 

Most authorities agree that overcharges tack extra 
millions annually to the nation’s soaring medical bill. 
In 1957, Americans paid their doctors $3,693,000,- 
000 compared to $2,020,000,000 in 1947. Skyrock- 
eting medical costs on all fronts have touched off 
investigations in half a dozen states. 


The Subtle Overcharge 


All “insurance-plus” charges are not as obvious as 
that described above involving the New York surgeon. 

Many doctors have no fixed fee for one or another 
service, but a range of fees depending on the patient's 
ability to pay. 

For instance, if the fee range is $20 to $50, many 
doctors slide their bills up toward the $50 figure if the 
patient is insured. If not, and the patient’s income is 
low, the fee is likely to be scaled down. 


Thus, many overcharges are almost impossible to 
pinpoint. They are made subtly within what the docto: 
considers his normal fee range. Indeed, the doctor may 
even slide the scale upward on insured patients with 
out consciously realizing he is doing it. 

No one knows how many doctors resort to the over 
charge. But medical experts consulted by PARADE are 
certain that it occurs on a broad scale. 

Said one New England physician: “The temptation 
to overcharge the insured patient is just too great. Of 
course, lots of doctors give in to it.” 


“| Am Appaliied” 


Medicine's officialdom. recognizes the overcharye 
and condemns it—but not as effectively as it might, 
according to some critics. Says Dr. F. J. L. Blasingame, 
Executive Vice President, the American Medica! \s 
sociation : 

“The AMA’s House of Delegates is aware of and 
concerned about instances of this nature and has gone 
on record condemning the practice.” 

Dr. Philip D. Allen, past president of the New 
York County Medical Society, has stated: “I am ap 
palled that many doctors . . . raise their fees far above 
their normal rates just because the patient does have 
insurance available .. .” 

And, adds Dr. Clifton L. Reeder, Vice President 
and Medical Director of the Continental Assurance 


Here are seven steps you can take—with your doctor—to beat the overcharge 


Dr. Clifton L. Reeder says: “High 
medical fees lead to higher insur- 
ance premiums—a_ spiral that 
threatens to go on indefinitely .. .” 


To AVOID THE OVERCHARGE, Dr. Reeder 
urges patients to follow these steps. His views 
are supported, either wholly or in part, by 
many other physicians. 

1 When possible, patients should estab 
lish the fee with their doctors before treat- 
ment. This should be done in writing if the 
patient so prefers. This is a common practice 
with other types of major services. 

2 If the doctor asks about your medical 
insurance coverage, you'd do well to have a 
frank talk with him. 

Most important: try to establish in the 
doctor’s mind that health insurance should 
not determine fees for service. Doctors should 
come to realize that the purpose of insurance 
is to help pay the fee, not to set it. 

3 If the doctor insists that insurance does 
help set the fee, consider getting another 
doctor. Point out to your doctor that many of 


his colleagues — and organized medicine 
itself—-oppose insurance-based overcharges. 

4 If, for some reason, you feel the fee is 
excessive even after having put your cards 
on the table, seek the advice of your local 
county medical society. Most county societies 
have grievance committees to which you can 
present your problem. 

3 If you are an insured patient and you 
believe the fee to be excessive, check with 
the company that issued the policy. Often, the 
company will produce what can be considered 
a fair fee for specific services. 

6 If all these steps fail and you still be- 
lieve you are being overcharged, try talking 
the matter over with your doctor. 

Many doctors really want their patients to 
discuss fees openly. Sometimes a lowered fee 
can be worked out, or installment payments 
set up that are agreeable to all concerned. 


Often, patients object to doctors or anyone 
else probing their financial status. Many pa- 
tients feel this to be an invasion of privacy. 
But if doctor and patient are honestly con- 
cerned with reaching an equable agreement, 
talking out the fee need not make either party 
uncomfortable. 

More and more doctors are convinced of 
this—and convinced, too, that frank fee dis- 
cussions serve to enhance what can be a sticky 
situation—the doctor-patient relationship. 

7° Of course, if you require emergency 
care, there is no time to discuss fee with your 
doctor. However, after treatment is performed 
and you are on the mend, you can follow any 
of these steps you deem necessary. 

This is the advice of Dr. Reeder and others. 
They believe firmly that most doctors are not 
unreasonable when confronted by a patient 
who really desires to pay a reasonable fee. @ 
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» They’re making patients sick 


» They may destroy voluntary health insurance 


» They can result from doctor-patient deals 


» What you can do about them 


Co., Chicago: “Some physicians have willfully vio-- 
lated the concept of prepayment. Some have openly 
told their patients, the cost is so much to you and so 
much to your insurance .. .” 

The overcharge has many faces. As far as PARADE 
could determine by quizzing the experts, doctors them- 
selves are most often responsible. But patients can be 
back of the overcharge, too. 

For instance: One Illinois patient, holder of a 
“major medical” policy, which covers almost every 
medical problem, actually sought to make a deal with 
his doctor. 

“You bill me high,” he said, “and we'll split the 
difference over and above your regular fee.” 

Understandably, it is tough to prove this sort of 
collusion, but doctors maintain it does occur. 

Or, there is the patient who insists on a high fee 
because he believes that anything that’s not costly 
“can't be good.” 

But far more prevalent, doctors say, is the hiked 
fee from the doctor himself. Some cases PARADE en- 
countered were eye openers. 

One Eastern executive who received a bill for medi- 
cal services was about to pay when the physician’s sec- 
retary phoned. 

“I forgot to ask,” she said, “but do you have insur- 
ance?” 

“Yes, I do,” he answered. 

“Well, tear up the bill you just received,” she in- 
structed. “We'll bill you again.” 

The second bill atrived a day later, with an increase 
of $50—the exact amount provided in the executive's 
health insurance policy. 

Or, there was the case of the patient who objected to 
a doctor-quoted fee for a minor operation. “This seems 
terribly high to me,” he said. 

“Look,” the doctor declared, in irritated fashion, 
“the $350 I’m asking is my standard fee to insured 
patients. What are you complaining about? You only 
have to pay $250 of it. I can’t afford to do this opera- 
tion for less.” 


What the Record Shows 


Dr. Reeder opened some of the files of Continental 
Assurance to PARADE to provide evidence in black and 
white of overcharges. The company has tens of thou- 
sands of health-insured clients. Through claims filed 
from every corner of the U.S., Continental, as every 
other major health insurance underwriter, can easily 
determine average fees for specific medical services. 

And, of course, insurance companies can spot ex- 
cessive fees. Increasingly, says Dr. Reeder, insurance 
companies are challenging doctors’ bills to determine 
whether they are justified. 


Below are typical overcharges that have triggered 
such investigations. They come from California, Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, Ilinois and New York. 

e Minor nose surgery: $400. 

e Minor vein surgery: $300. 

e Hernia operation: $1,100. 

e Removal of growth on toe and subsequent treat- 

ment: $150. 

Exploratory procedure in female patient's repro- 
ductive organs: $200. 

Cyst removal, an office procedure: $100. 

Heart case — hospital, drug and doctors’ bills, 
including consultants: $3,204. 

e Surgery, treatment for muscle injury: $1,057. 

Continental Assurance’s files have a great many 
more such cases involving overcharges based on na- 
tional and regional averages. So do other major insur- 
ance companies. 

Can patients protect themselves against the over- 
charge? parave asked Dr. Reeder for his opinions. He 
said patients could gain in two ways by resisting over- 
charges. 

First, of course, they would pay less for specific 
services. Second, a long-term consideration involves 
insurance premium rates. They have increased two-fold 
or more in the past few years for certain policies. These 
rates would rise at a slower rate than they have been. 


The Fear Doctors Have 


The higher the medical fee, the greater the need to 
boost insurance premiums. Thus, by fighting the over- 
charge, patients can contribute to holding down §in- 
surance costs, 

Of course, many doctors believe that if overcharges 
continue, voluntary health insurance will flop miser- 
ably, forcing participation of the Federal Government 
to bridge the gap. 

Says Dr. Blasingame: “The fact that a patient has 
health insurance should not, in the opinion of the 
American Medical Association, concern the doctor. 

“To use insurance as an excuse to revise professional 
fees upward is unscrupulous and can only imperil the 
future of voluntary health insurance plans. 

“If this indisputable fact is not embraced by the 
entire medical profession, it will do irreparable harm 
to the whole movement .. .” 

And adds Dr. Allen: Overcharging is the “way to 
speed the day when Government health insurance will 
replace voluntary health insurance.” 

Doctors, in the main, do not relish the idea of Gov- 
ernment insurance. 

Yet, they recognize that the overcharge represents a 
road on which an aroused public might clamor for just 
such a program. i.

My next problem was questioning Yankee 
manager Casey Stengel, who kind of rambles. 
“Lary!” Casey rasped with his. klaxon-like 
voice.

Leaving .Casey mumbling over line-up 
changes, I talked to the Yanks’ Gil Mc-

clubs,” said Gil. “For example, he’s inclined 
to be wild, but he’s hever wild against us.” 

Lary, however, thinks the opposite is trug 
—that the Yanks try harder against him. In a 
rare burst of words, he told me: “When 
you're losing, you try harder.- They might be 
trying too hard against me—and beating 
themselves.” ; 

That's possible, says Detroit general man- 
ager Rick Ferrell, “but Lary is a better pitcher 
against the Yankees. He'd rather work against 
them than any other team. | mean he really 
looks forward to it.” 

This is Lary’s real “secret,” say the Tigers. 
“Frank is hard and tough,” says one team- 
mate, “a red-neck in the genuine sense of the 
word.

A* EXPLOSION that any woman may

It’s the bikini! And—if fashion re- 
porters and swimsuit manufacturers 
are taking the pulse of the nation cor- 
rectly—it should burst like a bombshell 
on U.S. beaches during the summer 
months ahead.

Fifth Avenue specialty 
stores—to everyone’s chagrin—began 
to do a burgeoning business in bikinis.

Bikinis are definitely permitted on the 
sandy stretches of Miami Beach but their ap- 
pearance has been scanty this year. No more 
than one per thousand on the public beaches, 
reports one observer, and those on “very 
pretty girls—showgirls and models.” Never- 
theless, Lincoln Road merchants note a mys- 
terious upsurge in bikini sales. 

A restraining note comes from Hank 
Meyer, public relations director of the city 
of Miami Beach. “Although this is the town 
that cheesecake made famous, I won't permit 
a bikini_photo to be released from here. | 
don’t think it presents the wholesome, healthy 
picture of the American girl that I wish to 
see associated with this city.” 

At the other end of the continent, how- 
ever, bikini enthusiasm is bustin’ out all over. 
Lieut. Harley Askew, who is in charge of 
beach police at Santa Monica, Calif., declares 
emphatically, “We permit bikinis and all vari- 
ations of two-piece female swimsuits.” 

A spokesman for Cole of California ex- 
plains why manufacturers of bathing togs 
think the bikini is in the swim again: “Women 
are now ready for a change.” 

There’s no reason why a lady Can't whip 
up her own bikini, given four handkerchiefs 
and a courageous spirit. However, for those 
who can’t tie knots, price need not deter the

purchase of a manufactured suit. The new 
American designs cost between $10 and $20. 

Rosemarie Reid’s best-selling bikini is a 
Split Personality model, which unfurls into 
modest proportions. Jantzen’s Cote D’Aziir 
(named after the French resort area, where 
the style was born ) is described as a “puritan” 
bikini with “security” in the way of double- 
crossed straps. Their Double Exposure has 
adjustable drawstrings for “daring” wearers. 


A Foreign Agent 


The bikini is certainly a foreign agent. A 
Parisian couturier introduced it to his Cannes 
customers in 1946. From there the fashion 
mushroomed out over European beaches. 
U.S.. manufacturers swore that “the suit will 
never sell in America.” 

It did—briefly. By 1955, the only place 
in New York where a bikini could be located 
was in the wardrobe of an artist’s model. 

Since then Americans have been crossing 
the Atlantic in large numbers, returning ac- 
customed to the more revealing swimsuits. 
This, some observers say, may be why the 
bikini is creeping up our shores. 

Among those who view with alarm the ad- 
vent of the bikini is Ruth Matthews, a Bev- 
erly Hills designer. “There simply aren't

TUCSON, ARIZ. 
If you’re a typical, red-blooded, taxpaying American, 
the photos on these pages at first glance may make you 
boil. If you're like thousands of others who have seen 
these planes, which originally cost billions of dollars, 
stacked 20 feet high at the Davis -Monthan Air Force 
Base here while they await the furnace, you'll be 
tempted to mutter: “So that’s where the taxpayers’ 
money is going!” 

That would be a normal and typical reaction. When 
you simmer down, though, ask yourself this one ques- 
tion: “What would you do with a military plane that 
had outlived its usefulness?” 

Got your answer? Now compare it with Air Force 
procedure. . 

When the high brass decides that a particular 


model no longer has a place in our country’s defense. 


set-up, planes of this model are flown by their crews 


Missions accomplished, these airplanes are stripped of parts that can be used in other models, then piled up at Arizona base. 


from home bases to the aircraft storage branch here. 

Tucson is an excellent location to store planes be- 
cause of ideal weather conditions—little condensa- 
tion, which means little rust, no storms, no tornadoes, 
no extreme temperatures except in the summer, when 
the mercury reaches well over 100. This heat, how- 
ever, has no appreciable effect on storaged planes. 

Once the planes get here, the Air Force seeks their 
further utilization. Perhaps the Navy wants half a 
dozen B-29s. Maybe another Government agency, such 
as the Forest Service or the Immigration Department 
or the Weather Bureau, can use some B-25s. Govern- 
ment agencies get first call. 

After that, foreign governments with whom we have 
diplomatic, military and commercial dealings may 
obtain an allotment of planes. 

Outmoded aircraft also are donated to educational 
and charitable institutions for display, study and 
ground training.

Planes are offered to other agencies 


When all these sources are satisfied, the Air Force 
then has an aircraft disposal sale. At this time the 
general public is invited to purchase, for a reasonable 
price-—olficers of the Air Material Command decide 
on what is reasonable—planes of such models as the 
B-25, B-26, T-28, T-6, C-45 and others available. 

Planes that are not bought, such as B-17s and B-36s, 
are checked far radioactivity contamination. They are 
defueled and turned over to Mar-Pak, a civilian com- 
pany that removes all usable parts. The Mar-Pak 
people have a “save” list from each model, and ‘know 
which Air Force depot can use which part. For ex- 
ample, the 3,500-horsepower engine of the B-36 can 
be used in the C-124 Globemaster or the C-97.

The Air Force is particularly sensitive about the 
B-36 because this plane once was described by critics 
as obsolete before it was finished. It was not used in 
the Korean War, nor has it ever dropped a bomb in 
combat. Yet it remains our only plane capable of flying 
non-stop from this country to Russia and return with- 
out a refueling stop. It has a bomb bay the size of 
three freight cars,which can hold 85,000 pounds, and 
it can fly 7,000 miles in 28 hours, using engines that 
generate as much power as seven locomotives. 

Why is the B-36 being scrapped? Because the Stra- 
tegic Air Command feels it has better planes to fly in 
the Missile Age. Manned aircraft for bamsbing pur- 
poses is rapidly becoming obsolete.

‘5 years in the life of a bomber 


Critics say the B-36 bomber was obsolete before 
it could be finished, others maintain it served well 
as a deterrent to aggressors. The final plane pro- 
duced at Convair’s Fort Worth (Tex.) plant was 
delivered to the Air Force August 14, 1954, in 
gala ceremonies seen in the above photograph. Five 
years later, on Lincoln’s Birthday just passed, the 
bomber finally was returned to Fort Worth, to 
Amon Carter Field, where it was decommissioned 
and retired from service.

SCARSDALE, N.Y. 
When two women in this suburban community dis- 
covered that a correctional institution in their county 
was desperately in need of books for its inmates, they 
decided to do something about it. 

They called up friends, neighbors, local organiza- 
tions and publishing houses, and said: “Bring us all 
the books you don’t need.” 

That was in 1954, and the flood of books hasn’t 
stopped since. Now——by way of celebrating the be- 
ginning of National Library Week—these two women 
are totting up the number of books they and the other 
members of the Scarsdale Woman’s Club have col- 
lected and distributed during the past five years—a 
spectacular total of nearly 65,000. 

This project, one of the first of its kind, is called 
“Operation Bookshelf.” It was the happy inspiration 
of Mrs. Betty Sealy and Mrs. Mary Leech (see photos), 
now the project’s chairman and vice chairman. 

Today this volunteer project, through the West- 
chester County Federation of Women’s Clubs, services 
libraries in 66 county institutions. It also sends se- 
lected books to 12 states and seven foreign countries. 
It soon will go national; organizations in Florida, Mich- 
igan and Virginia are adopting the idea. 

The remarkable feature of “Operation Bookshelf” 
is that it is run without a formal budget. The only 
items of expense are shipping costs—which the Scars- 
dale women sometimes pay out of their own pockets. 
Their only other source of revenue comes from books 
unsuited to institutional libraries, which they seek to 
sell to second-hand book dealers. 

Want to start “Operation Bookshelf” in your own 
community? Here’s how to go about it: 

e List the institutions in your community or county. 
Consult librarians, directors or therapists of these 
institutions as to their library needs. 

e Form committees for publicity, transportation, col- 
lections, sorting and screening. 

e Publicize the project in local newspapers, over radio 
and television. Alert civic clubs. 

e Set up headquarters (any spare room will do), sup- 
ply such needs as cardboard cartons (from local 
stores ), wrapping twine, paper. 

e Discard worthless literature, outdated or damaged 
books. Concentrate on quality rather than quantity.

HOLLYWOOD. 
EVERAL MONTHS AGO, when she was 
MS in Italy, filming a movie aptly called 
Sabrina’s -Beautiful Legs, Mamie Van 
Doren was arrested by the Rome police. 
The platinum blond actress had failed to 
stop at a plainly marked street intersec- 
tion. 


litely explained through an interpreter 
that she could neither speak nor read 
Italian, that she was genuinely sorry for 
having violated a traffic law of so kind 
and gracious a nation. 

The police official who heard Mamie’s 
plea was surprised. Nodding at her knitted 
dress, which fitted like a sunburn, he 
said, “Miss Van Doren, you speak differ- 
ently than you look.” 

Mamie smiled. “That's just publicity.”

“In Italy,” he explained, “it’s the same.

“We're Creatures of Build-up” 


According to Mamie, however, “I'm 
basically a shy, insecure and frightened 
girl. Maybe you won't believe this, but I 
have to summon up all my courage to en- 
ter a room full of men. Ava Gardner and 
Lana Turner are really the same. We're 
just not sure of ourselves. But to sée us 
out in public you'd never guess it. All of 
us are creatures of our build-up.- 

“If Universal had played me up as the 
healthy, smiling, clean-cut all-American 
girl,” the actress continues, “I would've 
been typed in that mold. But no, I came 
along in the Marilyn Monroe era, so they 
got rid of my real name, which is Joan 
Olander, and replaced it with Mamie Van

Doren. ‘Mamie’ came from Mamie Eisen- 
hower and ‘Van Doren’ from the historian. 
‘In Mamie Van Doren,’ they said, ‘we have 
the answer to Marilym Monroe.’ 

“From that point on, I became the hot, 
zingy, platinum blonde. I was cast in such 


‘pictures as Running Wild, The Girl in the 


Black Stockings, Untamed Youth. I'm sup- 
posed to be the last word in sirens. That's 
my characterization, and I’m stuck with 
it, unless I can talk some producer into 
untying me.” : 

Mamie Van Doren’s wail is the tradi- 
tional complaint of every actress who has 
ever been cast as a sex symbol. Joan Craw- 
ferd, Betty Grable, Jane Russell, Anita 
Ekberg, Joan Collins—they’ve all criti- 
cized the publicity boys for playing up 
measurement charts instead of talent. 

Says one former producer at Universal, 
“I don’t understand girls like Mamie Van 
Doren..We take them from nothing, then 
start them off at $200 a week. When 
we've built them into international per- 
sonalities they turn on us and say, ‘We 
hate you for what you've done to us.’ Who 
forced them? Most of them came begging, 
pleading, willing to do anything to get 
into pictures. Now suddenly they want to 
play Juliet.” 

Is this true of Mamie Van Doren? Is 
she, at 25, a confused, bewildered young 
woman without aim or direction in life? 
Is it true, as she says, that she’s not at all 
like the Mamie Van Doren you watch on 
the screen? 

Let’s find out. Mamie was born in 
Rowena, S.D., a Swedish community, and 
raised on a farm. When she was 8 her 
parents moved to Los Angeles, where 
Mamie attended Los Angeles High School. 
She quit at 16 to marry Jack Newman, a 
gentleman she had met at the fights. The 
marriage was short-lived, and Mamie soon 
went to work as a secretary in a law office. 

She resigned when she learned she 
could earn more money as a model. She 
began to pose for calendars. Presently, 
Varga hired her to pose for his “Varga-girl 
calendars.” 

In 1951 he submitted Mamie as a pos- 
sible recruit for a revival of the Broadway 
musical comedy, Billion Dollar Baby, star-

ring Jackie Gleason. Out of 500 contest- 
ants, Mamie was one of two chosen for 
the show.

“I was only 18 at the time,” she recalls,

Following the engagement Mamie re, 
turned to Los Angeles and met Dempsey’s 
daughters," who were older than she. 
Mamie then realized the former heavy- 
weight champion was too old for her. 


The Discovery 


“We broke off,” she says, “and I began. 
to take drama lessons. A scout from Uni- 
versal saw me jn a play one evening and 
asked me to come out to the studio. I was 
intervieWed, given a screen test and 
signed,” 

At Universal Mamie was given what is 
known in the trade as the “sex build-up.” 
But after four years and 10 inconsequen- 
tial films at Universal, Mamie quit when 
the studio refused to raise her salary be- 
yond the $400-a-week mark. 

She then married Ray Anthony, the or- 
chestra leader. Following the birth of their 
child, she began to freelance. Her first job 
was at a Las Vegas hotel for $15,000 a 
week. Now she asks $50,000 a film— 
and gets it. — 

A few months ago, after her return from 
Italy, Mamie announced she was filing for 
a divorce and that henceforth she would 
concentrate on her career. 

These are the facts in the case of Mamie 
Van Dorén. Are they reason enough for 
her present state of discontent? 

Hollywood says Mamie should count 
her blessings. Mamie says Hollywood has 
caused her to lose her true identity and 
that the only way she can get it back is “to 
play something serious.”

"Tropay Most AMERICANS regard the Department of 
State as our first line of peace, dealing with global 
commitments and awesome responsibilities. But the 
department's job also directly affects individual Amer- 
icans—particularly traveling Americans. The depart- 
ment issues nearly three-quarters of a million passports 
annually, and these are valuable documents indeed. 

If you get into trouble abroad—fall sick, are in- 
jured or are stranded—the passport assures you of 
assistance. If an American is imprisoned overseas, our 
consular officials will assure him just treatment. If he 
is born abroad, they will register his birth; if he dies 
abroad, they. will settle his estate. 

The Department deals with individuals in other 
ways. Its policy and guidance for the U.S. Informa- 
tion Agency help make America known to peoples in 
other lands. Cultural and technical exchanges make 
new friends and bring new vision.

Wo martrer wuo you are, the Interior Department 
probably is conducting at least one program (and per- 
haps several) of direct importance to you. 

I select one example that concerns tomorrow more 
than today. Within the next decade you may be one 
of those Americans who will be drinking and bathing 
in and even watering the lawn with fresh water de- 
rived from the oceans. If you live in Coalinga, Calif., 
you already are doing so. 

The only reason Coalinga is in a class by itself is 
that the conversion process is still costly. But today, 
thanks to the efforts of scientists working on grants 
from our department, the cost is coming down. A 
decade ago it was $5 a thousand gallons. Now the 
Federal Government is readying itself to build plants 
that we hope will operate for less than $1. In the 
years ahead we hope to see this cost stairstep down 
further to compete with water from other sources. 

You can see how this might affect your life and the 
lives of the world’s millions. Arid lands in our own 
West, in Africa, in the Middle East could blossom. 
And if that day comes, it will be at least partly through 
the efforts of your Interior Department.

Tue pEPaARTMENT of the Treasury deals with 
money. But the Treasury does not want money that 
belongs to you.

If you have tax problems, the Internal Revenue 
Service will see that you pay no more than your share. 
If you have a tax refund coming, the Treasury is care- 
ful to mail it only to your last known address so it 
does not fall into the wrong hands. (If you have moved 
and a refund is overdue, contact your local Internal 
Revenue Office.) 

Even if you burn, tear or damage money, the Treas- 
ury will help. You just send the remnants to Currency 
Redemption Division, Treasury Dept., Washington 
25, D.C., enclosing, if possible, the wallet in which 
the notes were damaged. For every three-fifths of a bill 
experts can restore, you will receive full value; for 
every two-fifths, half value. 

The Treasury issues currency, mints coins, protects 
against counterfeiters, forgers and tamperers. It even 
offers the safest investment in the world—U.S. Sav- 
ings Bonds. Money is our business—not taking it, but 
protecting it.

Directly or indirectly, the depart- 
ment is involved with 1) the food on your table; 2) 
the cotton or wool in your clothes; 3) the wood in 
your house and its furnishings. 

Our scientists helped to develop many new frozen 
foods-and juice concentrates. If you use DDT instead 
of a fly swatter, thank our scientists. And our research 
helped to bring about low-cost penicillin. 

Our 4-H clubs for young farmers are well known. 
But do you know there are branches in cities, where 
you may learn about nutrition, clothing, home man- 
agement, health? 

Would you like to hunt, fish, camp or just tour our 
National Forests? The Forestry Service (address Agri- 
culture Dept., Washington 25, D.C.) can tell you 
how, even give you a complete vacation plan. 

I could say a great deal more about our services. 
But let me put Agrictulture’s aim in a sentence: to 
guard and preserve the soil by which we are all nour- 
ished and to help it work for all of us in the meantime. 
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TT uere ts HARDLY a family in this country that has 
not had, or does not still have, some member in uni- 
form. This alone brings Defense close to us all. 

And if you sleep safely at night, go about your busi- 
ness or pleasure without fear of sudden attack aad 
confident of your continued freedom and independ- 
ence, it is because the Armed Forces are your shield. 

To maintain that protection, the needs of the Forces 
are for new and ever more efficient weapons and 
equipment. But that is only the beginning of the story. 
The tools of war have many times before now become 
the tools of peace. 

The classic example is that of radar, developed for 
military uses in wartime. But today it is radar that 
keeps you safe when you travel on land or sea. A tool 
of war has become a mainstay of peace. 

And who knows what vast and untold benefits cur- 
rent military research in the fields of rocketry and 
electronics will yet bestow upon us. 

Americans know that a satisfactory peace can be 
maintained only if we are ready to fight for our prin- 
ciples. But in keeping ready to fight, we may also be 
preparing for a better peace.

QOvr susiness is business: the standard of living 
and prosperity of every American is the concern of the 
Commerce Department.

Few will question that the 
strength of a nation is the vitality of its economy. 
That vitality comes only from sound business soundly 
conducted. That vitality is our aim and purpose. 


Ovrsme my oFFice is this inscription: “The 
United States wins its point whenever justice is done 
its citizens in the courts.” 

The Department of Justice is the Federal law en- 
forcement agency, but that is not all. We bring to the 
bar of justice kidnappers, tax evaders, counterfeiters, 
saboteurs, traitors, labor racketeers.

EVERY CHILD is bound to act sometimes like the way 
this child is acting. Only if yout child shows a con- 
sistent pattern of such behavior over a long period 
should you take a closer look at the situation and try to 
determine possible causes. 

The term “spoiled child” is a common one. We un- 
derstand it to mean the child who wants too much 
time, too much attention, too many things, the child 
who won't be easily stopped or limited in any way. 
Nonetheless, experts feel that this child often is one

E |A SPOILED CHILD? 


who has not had too much but, in many ways, too little. 
The term is used falsely, we think, to cover a multi- 
tude of family problems. The child who acts like a 
“spoiled child” may not be. His behavior may be the 
result of: 

1) Lack of discipline. A child should recognize 
that his parents have an adult life to lead. Some par- 
ents fear to assert their own rights as adults. In this 
situation, the parent hasn’t been setting proper limits. 
He should start by setting such limits around daily 
routines and by explaining them to the child. 

Example: “Mommy and Daddy are entertaining 
their friends tonight and like to talk about things that 
will bore you. We aren’t around all the time when 
your friends are here. Neither should you be around 
when the adults are having a party.” This should be 
discussed before the guests arrive.

how to go about disciplining him 


Even in her play ‘world, there is no smooth sailing fog Terry. Her 
favorite doll is a dirty, bedraggled toy with one eye missing and 
its neck partially severed. Terry often disciplines her doll, then 
hugs and caresses it and says she is sorry. Finally she gives it 
a good shaking, puts it in a chair and tells it to stay there. 


2) Hospitalization, serious illness or some other 
circumstance that caused the child to be removed from 
the parents for a time. 

Here the parents should be forewarned about 
trouble. The child is bound to demand extra attention 
for a period of time afterward. The parents should be 
prepared to’ give the child more help in ordinary rou- 
tines without overindulging. 3 

3) Jealousy of brothers and sisters. Here the par- 
ents can help the child by letting him know they rec- 
ognize the cause of his behavior. Also, make sure that 
the child has time alone with each parent. 

4) Overindulgence without love. This is the child 
who may get expensive presents but who gets no time 
or basic interest and attention from his parents. The 
“spoiled child” may be reflecting a family relationship 
where there is lack of mutual respect. Or he may be 
imitating one of the married partners who is self- 
indulgent. Here one or both of the parents should go 
for help to a Family Service agency. 


A Few Tips 


These are some suggestions for disciplining a child: 
e Inform him that until he can act pleasantly he 
will have to stay in his room for a short time. He can 


- come out whenever he feels he can act better. 


e Deprive the child of a particular pleasure, but 
don’t be too severe. 

® See that the child has some skill. He may be act- 
ing “spoiled” because he is bored or feels inept. 

© Be sure that things given to a child are in propor- 
tion to the family’s circumstances. 

e Show the child that the parent is disciplined 
and can give up temporary pleasures, too. 

@ Show the child small ways in which he can disci- 
pline himself. Example: “You can’t chew the whole 
pack of gum. Here is a piece. Maybe, after you finish 
it, I will give you another piece.”
